University  of  Richmond 


FOUNDED  in  1832,  for  the  first  eighty  years  of  its  history  the 
University  of  Richmond  was  known  as  "Richmond  College"  and 
occupied  a  site  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Richmond.  In  1902 
its    charter    was    amended    and    its    present    name    adopted. 

The  grounds  of  the  University  of  Richmond,  embracing  an  area  of 
nearly  three  hundred  acres,  are  now  located  about  three  miles  west  of 
the   city,   and    are   marked    by   many   features   of   great   natural    beauty. 

All  buildings  erected  since  the  college  was  moved  to  its  present  site 
in  1914,  are  of  Collegiate  Gothic  architecture  and  of  the  most  substantial 
fireproof  construction,  in  brick  and  stone  with  steel  frames  encased  in 
concrete.  Everywhere  attention  has  been  paid  to  safety,  health,  and 
comfort,    in    surroundings    of    striking    landscape    and    architectural    beauty. 

Robert  Ryland  Hall  contains  the  offices  of  administration  and  a  num- 
ber of  lecture  rooms.  Charles  hi.  Ryland  Hall  houses  the  library,  and 
Brunet  Hall,  the  refectory.  Jeter  Hall  and  Thomas  Hall  (shown  on  the 
cover)  are  dormitories  that  furnish  comfortable  lodgings  for  two  hundred 
and  forty-six  students.  The  Millhiser  Gymnasium  contains  a  memorial  and 
trophy  room,  offices,  a  gymnasium  floor  71x103  feet,  and  equal  space  for 
balhs,  dressing  rooms,  and  lockers.  On  the  athletic  field  adjoining  is 
a  concrete  stadium  with  seats  for  four  thousand  spectators.  The  Cannon 
Chapel  seats  eight  hundred.  The  Chemistry  Building,  the  first  unit  of 
the  Science  group,  was  completed  in  1927;  and  the  Physics  Laboratory, 
the  second  building  in  this  group,  was  completed  in  July,  1930.  There 
are  six  residences  for  faculty  members  and  three  temporary  structures — 
the  Biology  Laboratory,  the  Student  Activities  Building,  and  the  Student 
Shop. 

The  University  of  Richmond  is  organized  after  the  style  of  the  older 
English  universities.  It  includes  Richmond  College  for  men;  Westhampton 
College  for  women;  the  T.  C.  Williams  School  of  Law,  and  the  Evening 
School  of  Business  Administration;  and  a  Summer  School.  Each  college 
has  its  own  dean,  its  own  faculty,  its  own  buildings  and  campus,  and  its 
own    institutional    life. 

Since  its  founding  in  1932  the  University  has  had  continuous  growth 
and  development.  Its  enrollment  has  grown  remarkably.  From  an  attend- 
ance of  eight  hundred  in  1922,  the  enrollment  has  grown  to  over  twelve 
hundred    students    in     1931. 

Frederick  W.  Boa+wright  has  been  the  university's  able  President 
since    1903. 
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"This  is  the  first  principle  of  the  philosophy  of  a  fool;  that 
it  matters  little  whether  a  thing  be  true  or  good  or  useful;  it 
matters  only  that  it  be  beautiful.

a  dark  and  ancient  tapestry;  and  the  faint  incense  of  Jacqueminot 
from  the  body  of  an  adored  woman.  All  these  things  are  useless 
— and   beautiful.     But  a  fool  has  no  choice. 

There  is  a  world  beyond  common-sense  and  common-sensation 
and  its  invisible  frontiers  are  Impassable  barriers  to  all  who  are 
reasonable  and  practical  and  respectable.  Only  those  can  cross 
its  borders  who  have  been  initiated  Into  the  mysteries  of  the 
seventh  day  of  creation.  For  in  this  world  beyond  sense  and 
sensation,  folly  Is  wisdom,  failure  Is  success,  wealth  is  poverty, 
truth  Is  a  lie,  and  the  greatest  economy  is  to  throw  away  all 
useful  things.  And  by  the  fantastic  standards  of  this  wonderland 
nothinq  matters  at  all  save  laughter,  beauty,  and  love — these 
three.    Blessed  Trinity,   one  and   Inseparable."

The  Songs 


of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon

''Tet  music  is  as  old  as  the  world 
and  murSt  have  been  horn  with  speech 
itself.'' — John  K.  Paine. 

I  would  have  launched  this  article 
with  less  trepidation  had  I  been 
once  a  musician  of  note  (no  pun  in- 
tended) ,  but  the  story  of  Sig  Ep  songs 
can  best  be  told,  it  may  be,  by  one 
who  limits  his  appreciation  of  music 
to  the  primal  love  of  chords  for  their 
own  sake  and  whose  knowledge  of 
counterpoint  and  fugue  is  but  little. 

The  efforts  which  are  being  made 
by  the  officers  of  the  fraternity  to 
quicken  a  love  for  Sig  Ep  songs  are, 
indeed,  meritorious  and  have  been 
pleasingly  productive.  We  know  now 
that  the  Sig  Ep  song,  "Tonight"  was 
composed  back  in  August,  1912,  when 
collegians  were  wearing  collars  four 
inches  high,  Woodrow  Wilson  was 
being  nominated  for  President,  and 
war  clouds  were  gathering  over  Eu' 
rope.  Brother  Scott  Siegle,  Kansas 
Alpha,  gave  the  words  to  the  music 
of  Althea  Bacon.  Brother  Siegle,  now 
thirty-eight  years  of  age  and  pastor  of 
the  Congregational  Church  at  West- 
minster, Mass.,  took  his  A.B.  from 
Baker  University  in  1911  and,  appar- 
ently, his  degree  proved  to  be  a  start- 
ing point,  for  in  1912  he  helped  com- 
pose "Tonight,"  and  shortly  afterward 
he  married  Miss  Irene  Watt.  Brother 
Siegle  recalls  very  little  about  the  cir- 
cumstances attendant  upon  the  com- 


position of  the  song  and,  in  fact,  was 
surprised  to  be  informed  that  his 
words  were  in  Sig  Ep  song  history. 

"With  hearts  all  light,  we  meet  tO' 
night  to  pass  the  joyous  ho.urs  b^'." 

Along  with  this  surprise  of  Brother 
Siegle  at  discovering  the  perpetuation 
of  his  musical  contribution,  comes  the 
equally  surprising  surprise  of  Brother 
Carl  F.  Robinson,  Vermont  Alpha. 
Brother  Robinson,  now  M.  D.,  never 
reali2,ed  that  his  "Sigma  Phi  Epsilon" 
had  become  an  integral  part  of  Sig 
Ep  song  history.  "Robby"  is  a  Nor- 
wich University  graduate  and  com- 
pleted his  medical  training  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont.  Since  1916  he 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  medical 
research  and  has  become  an  X-ray 
and  radium  specialist  with  his  own 
hospital  in  Burlington,  Vermont. 
Brother  Robinson  was  a  member  of 
the  Norwich  Glee  Club  and  orchestra 
and  as  an  undergraduate  composed 
the  famous  "Norwich  of  Old."  It  is 
too  bad  that  Brother  Robinson  recalls 
so  little  of  the  origin  of  "Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon."  He  must  indeed  be  a  musi- 
cian because  if  any  of  us  ordinary 
music  lovers  had  composed  it  we 
should  have  remembered  the  details 
attendant  upon  the  birth  with  great 
accuracy.  We  should  have  distinct 
recollection  of  the  weather,  humidity, 
stock  market  fluctuations,  and  Na- 
tional League  standing.  We  would 
be  delighted  to  recite,  at  the  slightest 
provocation,  all  facts  relevant  to  the 
composition.       But    the    words    and 
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music  of   "Sigma  Phi   Epsilon"  have 
been  preserved.    Cela  suffit! 

"Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  thee,  we'll 
pledge  our  loy-al-ty." 

Back  to  Baker  University  let  us 
hark  to  dig  up  the  facts  about  the 
origin  of  "Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Camp" 
and  "A  Toast."  Here,  too,  we  are 
confronted  with  a  great  paucity  of 
data.  The  words  by  Brother  Walter 
T.  Scott,  the  music  by  Brother  Louis 
U.  Rowland, — these  are  the  only 
available  details.  But  what  may  we 
not  conjure  with  such  glorious,  roman- 
tic names  as  "Walter  Scott,"  and 
"Rowland"?  No  doubt,  these  men 
labored  (in  the  strict  sense  of  the 
word)  very  little  to  produce  their 
songs  for  Sig  Ep,  but  gave  their  con- 
tributions in  a  spontaneous  burst  at  a 
midnight  songfest  in  the  spring  under 
a  Kansas  moon. 

"A  toast  we  give,  long  may  they  live. 
The  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Boys." 

But  now,  we  get  into  details.  And 
they  concern  "Golden  Heart,"  that 
great  favorite  of  Sig  Eps  everywhere, 
composed  by  Brother  Clarence  H. 
Freeark  of  Traveling  Secretary  fame, 
and  Brother  J.  Emil  Brunnemeyer, 
both  of  Illinois  Alpha,  in  1920  when 
they  were  undergraduates  at  Urbana. 
1920?  Let's  see,  wasn't  it  "April 
Showers"  and  "Margie"  then?  And 
long  knots  on  men's  neckties?  Brother 
Freeark  gives  an  excellent  history  of 
the  song  in  a  letter  to  the  Editor  of 
the  Journal.  Here  we  have  some 
of  it: 

"This  tune  ('Golden  Heart')  was  orig- 
inated by  a  quartet  of  young  fellows  one 
of  whom  was  Emil  Brunnemeyer.  As  a 
pledge  about  the  house,  Brunnemeyer  used 
the  tune.  He  was  a  splendid  baritone 
singer.  It  was  used  in  a  pledge  show  at 
the  house,  some  special  words  being  com- 
posed for  it.  In  February,  1922,  Illinois 
Alpha    prepared    a    sketch    which    was    ac- 


cepted for  presentation  at  the  annual 
'Stunt  Show'  at  Illinois,  an  annual  event 
composed  of  four  individual  and  four 
group  stunts  to  raise  money  for  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.,  I  believe. 

"The  sketch  was  laid  in  a  cornfield 
filled  with  scarecrows.  A  fairy  prince 
appears,  makes  the  scarecrows  come  to  life, 
and  they  dance  and  sing.  Sally,  the  farm- 
er's daughter,  appears  and  the  Prince  falls 
in  love  with  her  and  'Golden  Heart'  was 
the  song  the  Prince  sang  to  Sally.  The 
tune  caught  on  and  many  campus  orches- 
tras played  it  at  dances.  When  the  song- 
book  was  revised  in  1922-23,  new  material 
was  so  scarce  that  I  conceived  the  idea 
of  setting  words  to  the  tune  and  sending 
it  in  as  an  addition  to  the  songbook.  A 
local  composer  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  ar- 
ranged the  accompaniment  and  prepared 
the  score. 

"The  idea  of  the  name  was  brought 
about  by  a  deliberate  attempt  to  cover  a 
new  theme  in  our  fraternity  songs.  None 
of  the  songs  had  made  mention  of  the 
golden  heart  and  the  tune  lent  itself  rather 
well  to  this  theme.  The  song  has  been 
used  by  a  few  chapters.  Kansas  Alpha 
has  used  it  extensively  and  considers  it 
one  of  the  best  numbers  in  the  book." — 
C.  H.  Freeark. 

To  which  all  Sig  Eps  echo  a  sin- 
cere and  rousing  approval.  For  the 
song  of  Brunnemeyer  and  Freeark  will 
be  sung  as  long  as  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
lives.  Brother  Freeark  has  been,  in- 
deed, close  to  the  golden  heart  of 
which  he  sings.  As  an  undergraduate 
he  was  his  chapter's  secretary,  as  an 
alumnus  he  served  on  the  chapter's 
graduate  board,  and  from  1922  to 
1923  filled  the  post  of  Traveling  Sec- 
retary. His  collaborator.  Brother 
Brunnemeyer,  a  veteran  of  student 
glee  club  and  orchestra,  is  now  a 
lawyer-banker  in  his  native  Illinois. 

"Golden  Heart — I  love  you.  Golden 
Heart  you  stand  for  all  that's  good 
and  strong." 

From  Illinois  we  are  drawn  by  a 
musical  magnet  back  to  Kansas  Alpha, 
to  the  scene  of  "Memories,"  "A  Jolly 
Good   Bunch,"   and   "Sig   Ep   Boys." 
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To  Brother  P.  H.  Lawless  of  Kansas 
Alpha,  Sig  Eps  are  indebted  for  this 
trio  of  songs.  And  in  turn,  Brother 
Lawless  should  extend  for  Sig  Eps, 
the  fraternity's  gratitude  to  his  talent- 
ed wife  for  her  assistance  in  the  writ' 
ing  of  "Sig  Ep  Boys."  Information 
regarding  the  Lawless  duo  is  lacking, 
but  I,  for  one,  hope  that  he  is  called 
"Pat,"  is  a  chronic  bathtub  singer,  and 
is  divinely  happy.  More  power  to 
the  House  of  Lawless!  The  name  has 
a  Gaelic  tinge;  'tis  no  wonder  there 
were  songs  about  the  head  of  Brother 
Lawless! 

"It  is  a  name  we  all  revere — 
Sigma  Phi  Ep'Si'lon." 

But  another  musical  name,  one  that 
shimmers  in  the  moonlight,  is  that 
of  Brother  Raymond  Shannon,  Okla- 
homa Alpha,  another  Westerner  who 
took  Pan  by  the  forelock  and  gave 
three  songs  to  Sig  Ep.  And  here  I 
pay  tribute  to  Brother  Shannon  if  I 
may  be  given  editorial  license  to  push 
the  ever-ready  Ego  into  the  narrative. 
It  is  his  "Sig  Ep  Sweetheart"  that  I 
mastered  as  an  undergraduate  with 
great  delight.  I  believe  that  this  lilt- 
ing, sparkling,  tempo-changing  song  is 
one  of  our  finest.  And  did  we  at 
Massachusetts  Alpha  sing  it  with 
verve,  and  dash!  Ah,  those  were  the 
days!  Brother  Shannon's  own  story 
of  the  origin  of  "Sig  Ep  Sweetheart" 
is  a  gem  of  reminiscence  and  color: 

"It  was  in  the  spring  of  the  year  (1922, 
I  think  it  was),  and  it  was  my  work  to 
take  charge  of  the  serenade  parties,  espe- 
cially when  some  member  got  struck  with 
the  'love  bug'  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
lost  his  pin.  On  this  certain  day  I  heard 
that  two  of  our  good  members,  Charles 
W.  Upp  and  Edfred  Shannon,  were  sud- 
denly engaged  to  two  sorority  sisters,  mem- 
bers of  the  local  Gamma  Chi  (which  later 
became  Zeta  Tau  Alpha).  All  four  per- 
sons involved  were  very  warm  friends  of 
mine  and  in  musing  that  evening  I  sat 
at  the  piano  and  while  thinking  of  these 


two  couples  the  words  and  music  of  the 
song  came  to  my  mind.  I  hurriedly  jotted 
down  the  melody  and  that  evening  (or 
should  I  say  about  1  a.  m.?)  our  serenade 
party  crept  into  the  sorority  house  (that 
was  in  the  days  before  we  were  ruled  out 
of  entering  the  houses  for  our  concerts) 
and  I  sang  that  song  to  those  two  couples 
who  are  still  very  warm  friends  of  mine 
as  well  as  brothers  in  the  bond  of  Sigma 
Phi    Epsilon." 

"Sig  Ep  Call,"  that  rallying  cry  of 
the  fraternity,  is  a  contribution  from 
Brother  Shannon  as  is  "The  Members 
of  S.  P.  E."  And  now,  a  word  or 
two  about  Brother  Shannon.  He  now 
hovers  near  the  thirty-third  milestone 
and  after  a  comprehensive  training  at 
Oklahoma  A.  fe?  M.,  Northwestern, 
and  Columbia,  is  a  musical  director 
in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shannon,  with  Mary 
Lou  Shannon,  (one  year  on  this  tem- 
pestuous planet)  reside  at  506  East 
122nd  Street.  Trust  a  musician  like 
Brother  Shannon  to  have  a  daughter 
with  such  a  gorgeous  name  as  "Mary 
Lou  Shannon!" 

"Sig  Ep  girl  I  love  you, 
With  a  love  almost  divine." 

Another  New  Yorker  (but  once  of 
Arkansas)  is  Brother  "Bill"  Paisley, 
composer  of  the  waltz;,  "Sig  Ep  Canoe 
Song."  You  musicians  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  present  day  radio  sing- 
ers, turn  to  page  55  of  the  second 
edition  of  the  S.  P.  E.  songbook,  and 
note  the  first  dreamy  bar, — "softly 
CROONING."  Imagine,  Rudy  Vallee 
and  Will  Osborne  law-suiting  each 
other  to  death  over  the  "origin  of 
the  croon"  when  our  own  Brother  Bill 
crooned  in  a  canoe  down  in  Arkan- 
down  in  Arkan-down  in  Arkansaw, 
way  back  a  decade  ago!  Bill  is  now 
in  the  music  library  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  is  accom- 
panist to  several  N.  B.  C.  artists. 
(Note  to  Mr.  Vallee:  Mr.  Paisley  is 
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at  68  West  56th  Street  if  you  are 
anxious  to  start  a  Crooners'  Club). 
Seriously,  S.  P.  E.  owes  a  great  debt 
to  Brother  Paisley  not  only  for  his 
musical  contributions  but  for  his  tech- 
nical advice  and  assistance  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  fostering  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  music. 

"Softly  crooning,  We  are  spooning, 
My  own  Sig  Ep  Girl  and  I." 

"Dear  old  fraternity.   All  my   life 
through 
I'll   love  and   cherish   the  mem'ry 
of  you." 


Transitions  are  difficult  in  writing 
as  they  likewise  are  in  living.  Will 
Durant  in  his  book,  ''Transitions,'' 
tells  of  his  struggle  when  he  changed 
his  whole  life  pattern  and  the  inner 
conflict  he  experienced.  To  pay  tri- 
bute to  the  living  is  not  difficult,  be- 
cause our  flesh-and-blood  fellows  are 
not  mysterious  and  subtle.  Their  very 
kicking  at  the  traces,  regardless  of 
their  philosophical  leanings,  makes  of 
them  subjects  for  the  writer's  whims 
his  wit,  or  his  ephemeral  judgment. 
But  one  is  forced  into  sharp  objec- 
tivity when  writing  of  a  friend  who 
has  gone  along  the  road.  The  road 
that  Clifford  Bryan  Scott  has  taken  is 
really  a  beginning  for  me  of  any 
knowledge  of  the  man.  I  never  knew 
him,  talked  with  him,  or  corresponded 
with  him  and  should  have  little  to  say 


about  him.  But  the  judgment  of  his 
fellow  workers  and  fraternity  com- 
rades who  knew  him  and  loved  him 
is  strikingly  vivid  and  makes  me  feel 
as  though  I  had  often  gripped  the 
hand  of  the  man  who  gave  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  those  songs  which,  as  Brother 
Barnes  has  said,  ''have  become  a  tra- 
ditional part  of  the  spirit  of  the  fra- 
ternity." "A  Pledge,"  "Alumni 
Song,"  "Reminiscence,"  "Sig  Ep 
Girl,"  "Anthem," — these  are  his  con- 
tributions. To  say  more  would  be 
extraneous.  His  story  has  been  told 
in  gentle  but  masterly  fashion.  His 
songs  will  live  as  a  tender  background 
to  the  rich  and  complete  personality 
of  Clifford  Bryan  Scott. 

"Sigma  Phi  Epsilon — Thy  teaching 

will  abide  with  me  thru  all  eternity. 

— Supreme  thou'll  stand  thru  all  the 

years."

And  the  songs  of  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon go  on,  sparkling,  majestic,  gay, 
inspiring,  and  warm.  In  the  Green 
Mountains  of  Vermont  and  along  the 
shores  of  Cayuga  they  are  being  sung 
tonight  and  hearts  beat  faster,  should- 
ers straighten,  eyes  flash  as  rugged 
young  voices  join  in  the  songs  of  a 
fraternity.  And  the  echoes  are  heard 
dimly  by  those  of  us  who  have  once 
learned,  and  have  never  forgotten 
how,  to  express  the  lasting,  human 
impulses  of  Brotherhood,  Loyalty,  and 
Friendship  in  our  own  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  songs.

Sixteenth  Conclave  City 


DAN  Emmett  expressed  the  desire 
of  countless  thousands  when, 
back  in  1859,  he  first  sang  his  "Dixie 
Land"  with  the  new  famous  refrain 
—"I  Wish  I  Was  in  Dixie."  And 
to  all  and  sundry  who  have  enter' 
tained  such  a  wish  or  who  have  won' 
dered  at  why  such  a  vnsh  should  be 
entertained  by  others,  it  is  announced 
that  an  opportunity  for  fulfillment  of 
the  desire  or  satisfaction  of  the  query 
will  be  given  on  September  1,  2,  3 
and  4,  1932,  when  the  Sixteenth 
Grand  Chapter  Conclave  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  will  meet  at  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee.  If  one  is  to  judge  from  the 
seemingly  "inspired"  descriptions  of 
Chattanooga,  its  attractions  and  hos' 
pitality,  given  by  Herbert  Quails, 
R.  W.  Youngsteadt,  et  als.,  there  is 


every  reason  to  believe  that  a  goodly 
number  of  the  brethren  will  be  de' 
sirous  of  following  Emmett's  example, 
or  rather  desired  example,  of  just  tak' 
ing  their  stand  "to  live  and  die  in 
Dixie."  But,  however  that  may  be 
there  is  already  evidence  a  plenty  that 
there  will  be  manifold  occasions  to 
"hooray — way  down  South  in  Dixie" 
— with  and  for,  the  Chattanooga 
Alumni  Association,  the  fraternity's 
hosts  for  the  four  days. 

Headquarters  for  the  Conclave  will 
be  at  the  Signal  Mountain  Hotel,  the 
heart  of  a  large  resort  center  high  up 
on  the  crest  of  Signal  Mountain,  one 
of  many  famous  rises  of  the  Cumber' 
lands  that  surround  the  city  of  Chat' 
tanooga.

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Sig  Eps  and  the  Presidency? 


Byrd  Boosted  for  President  in  South; 
O'Connor  Leads  Fight  for  Roosevelt 


THE  fraternity's  hopes  for  a 
Sig  Ep  President  in  1928 
were  dashed  by  the  untimely 
paasing  of  the  brilliant  Senator 
Frank  B.  Willis,  Ohio  Alpha,  in 
the  very  midst  of  a  militant  cam' 
paign  for  the  Presidential  Nom- 
ination. 

The  embers  of  these  same 
hopes  are  now  being  fanned  into 
new  flame  by  the  persistent  Byrd 
boom  in  Virginia  and  the  south. 
And  such  interest  as  is  not  at' 
tached  to  the  outcome  of  the 
boom  to  bring  about  the  nomina- 
tion  of  Harry  Flood  Byrd,  Vir' 
vinia  Alpha,  is  accorded  to  the 
fight  of  D.  Basil  O'Connor,  New 
Hampshire  Alpha  '12,  to  put  in 
nomination  his  law  partner.  Gov 
ernor  FranUin  D.  Roosevelt  of 
New  York. 

"In  this  day  of  Republican  dis- 
tress," observes  the  Richmond  Times^ 
Dispatch,  the  attention  of  political 
writers  is  fixed  more  firmly  than  ever 
on  the  Democratic  outlook  next  year. 
Even  such  close  friends  as  Frank  R. 
Kent  admit  that  Mr.  Hoover  stands 
only  a  slim  chance  to  succeed  himself 
in  the  presidency.  The  odds  are  heav' 
ily  against  him.  It  is  conceded  that 
the  business  depression  was  not  altO' 
gether  of  his  making,  but  as  the  titular 


head  of  the  Republican  party,  which 
has  claimed  credit  for  prosperity,  he 
must  now  bear  the  blame  for  economic 
woes. 

And  so  nine  months  before  the 
national  conventions,  newspapers  are 
alive  with  gossip  about  prospective 
presidential  candidates  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party.  The  name  of  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  leads  all  the  rest.  He  is 
a  glamorous  figure.  Roosevelt  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  few 
men  really  "drafted"  for  high  office. 
Because  of  KTs  health,  it  was  not  his 
intention  to  become  a  candidate  for 
governor  of  New  York;  but  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  times  demanded  a 
strong  man  and  he  was  chosen  against 
his  will.  If  the  national  convention 
were  held  today,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  he  would  emerge  the  standard 
bearer  of  his  party." 

Other  names,  of  course,  figure 
prominently  in  the  gossip.  Al 
Smith,  who  in  1928  received  a 
larger  popular  vote  than  any 
Democratic  candidate  in  history, 
is  not  to  be  overlooked.  In  the 
relationship  to  exist  between 
Smith  and  Roosevelt  the  hand  of 
Brother  O'Connor  is  to  be  seen 
rather  prominently  displayed,  a 
statement  borne  out  by  an  Asso' 
ciated  Press  dispatch  from  West 
Hampton,  N.  Y.,  under  date  of 
July  25: 
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THE  LATE  SENATOR  FRANK  B.  WILLIS 
Ohio  Alpha 

Candidate  for  Presidential  Nomination,  1928 
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"A  luncheon  meeting  of  Governor 
Roosevelt  and  former  Governor  Al' 
fred  E.  Smith  attracted  various  leaders 
of  New  York  state's  democracy  to 
this  section  of  Long  Island  today. 

The  luncheon  was  arranged  by 
D.  Basil  O'Connor  (New  Hampshire 
Alpha  '12),  law  partner  of  Governor 
Roosevelt. 

Among  those  invited  were  James 
A.  Farley,  Democratic  state  chair^ 
man;  Secretary  of  State  Edward  J. 
Flynn,  and  several  judges  of  the  New 
York  courts  of  appeals." 

The  names  of  Newton  D.  Baker, 
Albert  Cabell  Ritchie,  William  G. 
McAdoo  and  others  are  mentioned  as 
well.  But  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  (and 
here  we  again  take  up  the  Times' 
Dispatch  account),  is  primarily  inter- 
ested in  "the  great  volume  of  public- 
ity given  one  of  the  'dark  horses.'  He 
is  Harry  Flood  Byrd.  Inevitably,  the 
name  of  the  former  Governor  comes 
into  any  discussion  of  national  politics. 
The  delegation  from  his  own  State 
will  be  instructed  to  vote  for  him  as 
the  nominee  of  the  party  for  the  presi- 
dency. He  has  strong  backing 
throughout  the  South.  It  is  said  that 
Roosevelt  regards  him  as  one  of  the 
really  great  Democrats  of  the  country. 
The  rumor  is  that,  in  event  the 
New  Yorker  is  named,  he  will  request 
that  Byrd  be  either  the  second  man 
on  the  ticket  or  chairman  of  the  na- 
tional committee.  The  Virginian  has 
been  mentioned  frequently  for  a  cab- 
inet position.  His  admirers  think  he 
would  make  an  ideal  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

This  favorable  mention  for  high 
office  is  very  pleasing  to  the  former 
Governor's  host  of  friends.  He  may 
never  be  nominated  for  the  presi- 
dency; it  is  possible  that  he  would  be 
overlooked  for  a  place  in  the  Cabinet; 
the  man  who  leads  the  Democrats 
next  year  may  have  in  mind  another 


man  to  manage  his  campaign.  But 
it  is  worth  something  to  Mr.  Byrd 
and  his  friends  to  know  that  he  is 
appreciated  by  political  writers  and 
party  leaders.  As  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia, he  was  a  brilliant  statesman.  No 
chief  executive  in  the  history  of  the 
Old  Dominion  achieved  more  than  he. 
One  maga2;ine  writer  said  he  had  set 
the  hands  of  the  clock  ahead  seventy- 
five  years.  Because  of  his  administra- 
tion, for  the  first  time  in  a  blue  moon 
national  attention  was  focused  on  Vir- 
ginia. The  progress  of  the  State  was 
phenomenal.  Its  destinies  were  being 
shaped  by  a  man  who  had  in  him 
the  stuff  of  a  Jefferson,  or  a  Madison, 
or  a  Mason. 

Even  those  Virginians  who  are  not 
interested  in  Harry  Byrd  as  an  indi- 
vidual should  be  happy  over  the  favor- 
able mention  he  has  received  every- 
where in  the  Union.  It  is  a  tribute 
to  the  State.  It  means  that  the  coun- 
try has  looked  Virginia  over  and 
noted  its  progress.  No  longer  is  the 
Old  Dominion  regarded  as  a  backward 
community.  So  brilliantly  has  it  gone 
forward  that  it  has  attracted  national 
notice,  and  the  man  responsible  for 
that  forward  movement  is  being  men- 
tioned in  high  quarters  for  President 
of  the  United  States." 

That  the  boom  for  Byrd  for  Presi- 
dent is  not  centralized  wholly  in  his 
own  bailiwick,  but  extends  through- 
out the  South,  is  evidenced  by  press 
clippings  from  the  several  parts  of 
that  section. 

Frederick  William  Wile,  writing  in 
the  Roano\e  Times,  declares :  "■  'Baker 
and  Byrd'  is  the  Democratic  presiden- 
tial combination  now  being  boosted 
throughout  the  Old  Dominion.  The 
Virginia  delegation  is  going  to  the  na- 
tional convention  hell-bent-for  leather 
for  its  former  Governor's  nomination 
as  head  of  the  1932  ticket.  But  if 
Harry  can't  make  the  grade,  there'll 
be  a  drive  to  land  him  in  second  place, 
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FORMER  GOVERNOR  HARRY  FLOOD  BYRD 

Virginia   Alpha 

Prominently  mentioned  as  Presidential  Candidate,    1932. 
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preferably  as  Baker's  running  mate. 
The  Ohioan  is  accounted  Virginia 
Democrats'  favorite,  next  to  Byrd." 

Going  still  farther  afield  we  find, 
under  the  heading  "A  Southern  Can- 
didate," the  Chattanooga  (Tenn.) 
J^ews  quoting  Judge  L.  W.  Cunning- 
ham, of  Colorado,  as  saying: 

"The  Democratic  party  would  do 
well  to  nominate  an  outstanding 
Southern  man  to  head  their  ticket  in 
1932.  Senator  Cordell  Hull,  of  Ten- 
nessee, or  former  Governor  Byrd,  of 
Virginia,  would  stand  an  excellent 
chance  to  win,  if  the  Democratic 
party  in  the  North  would  give  them 
undivided  support.  The  nomination 
of  either  of  these  distinguished  gen- 
tlemen would  not  only  guarantee  vic- 
tory for  the  Democratic  ticket  in  the 
far  South,  but  would  put  the  electoral 
vote  of  Oklahoma,  Kentucky,  Tennes- 
see, and  Missouri  beyond  all  ques- 
tion." 

Commenting  on  this  the  J^ews 
says: 

"Judge  Cunningham's  proposal 
that  Cordell  Hull  or  Harry  Byrd  be 
the  next  Democratic  nominee  should 
awaken  an  instantly  favorable  response 
throughout  the  Southern  states.  Both 
of  these  men  are  of  real  calibre,  and 
have  consistently  evinced  a  real  devo- 
tion to  the  best  of  Democratic  prin- 
ciples. If  the  West  proposes,  and  the 
South  will  second,  such  selections,  the 
Democratic  party  can  not  fail  but 
consider  them  with  an  attention  which 
has  not  been  accorded  Southern  men 
for  fifty  years." 

Under  the  editorial  heading  "More 
Than  Favorite  Son,"  the  Columbia, 
S.  C,  Record  says: 

"Of  the  eight  states  comprising  the 
traditional  South,  Virginia  is  the  only 
one  which  has  no  deficit,  according  to 
figures    recently    compiled    and    an- 


nounced, and  Virginia  has  a  surplus 
of  $5,000,000.  This  is  neither  an  ac- 
cident nor  a  coincidence,  but  to  a  sub- 
stantial degree  the  result  of  policies 
inaugurated  by  Byrd  as  Governor  and 
carried  to  a  successful  conclusion  by 
his  successor.  Governor  John  Garland 
Pollard.  Harry  Byrd  is  the  salt  of 
the  earth  and  the  apple  of  the  eye  of 
all  Virginians.  He  gave  to  Virginia 
a  model  of  state  government  that  has 
been  the  inspiration  of  her  neighbors. 
A  man  of  extraordinary  administra- 
tive abilities,  of  business  sagacity,  poli- 
tical astuteness  and  unimpeachable 
character,  Byrd  would  give  to  the 
country  the  vigorous  administration  it 
needs." 

In  an  editorial  headed  "Think  On 
Byrd,"  the  editor  of  the  Elizabeth 
City  (N.  C.)  Independent,  discusses 
Roosevelt,  Smith,  and  Owen  D. 
Young  as  presidential  possibilities,  but 
disposes  of  the  first  two  as  not  being 
likely  to  be  elected  if  nominated.  He 
then  says: 

"Wherein  then  lies  the  hope  of 
Democracy  in  1932?  In  my  opinion 
it  will  be  found  in  the  Shenandoah 
Valley  of  Virginia.  It  was  my  hum- 
ble opinion  in  1930,  and  it  is  my  pro- 
found conviction  in  1931,  that  Harry 
Flood  Byrd,  of  Winchester,  Virginia, 
is  the  best  man  the  Democratic  party 
could  choose  for  its  standard  bearer  in 
1931.  The  stage  is  set  for  the  Demo- 
cratic party  to  win  an  overwhelming 
victory  in  1932  if  the  New  York 
Democrats  will  sacrifice  personal  pre- 
ferences in  an  honest  and  politic  en- 
deavor to  combine  with  the  South  and 
West  on  some  candidate  acceptable  to 
both  of  the  latter.  In  Harry  Flood 
Byrd  the  Democracy  has  a  candidate 
on  whom  the  North,  the  South  and 
the   West   could   unite   with   enthus-

College  Fraternities  On  Tria 

Overbuilding  in  prosperous  tinnes  causes  fraternities  to  face  problenn 
of  keeping  their  "private  hotels"  filled,  thus  slighting  their  orig- 
inal fraternity  aim,  says  Illinois  U.  president;  criticises  extrava- 
gance, and  tendency  to  fit  nnembers  into  a  standardized  pattern; 
cites  also  lack  of  cultural   Interests  and  the  hazing  of  freshmen. 

From  an  Address  by   President  Harry  V/oodhurn  Chase  of  the   University   of  Illinois 
to  the  University  Interfraternity  Council 


THERE  is  once  again  a  rapidly 
rising  tide  against  the  fraternity 
system.  One  hardly  attends  an  educa- 
tional gathering  without  hearing  it 
voiced.  One  national  educational  or- 
ganization has  gone  so  far  as  to  have 
a  committee  studying  the  situation  for 
the  last  year  or  two.  The  extent  and 
emphasis  of  these  criticisms  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  not  in  educational 
circles  alone.  All  in  all,  the  fraternity 
system  is  rapidly  finding  itself  face  to 
face  with  a  new  situation,  with  which 
in  the  next  few  years  it  will  have  to 
reckon.  Let  me  indicate  some  of  the 
factors  in  this  situation. 

First,  there  has  been  the  mistake  of 
overbuilding  in  a  period  of  prosperity. 
This  is  not  so  much  the  fault  of  the 
fraternities  as  it  has  been  a  part  of  the 
spirit  of  the  times  in  a  period  of  rapid 
expansion  all  over  America.  In  edu- 
cational institutions  it  has  been  a  real 
assistance  in  many  places  in  helping  to 
solve  the  housing  problem,  but  never- 
theless it  must  be  recognized  that  this 
era  of  large  and  in  some  cases  costly 
buildings  has  been  attended  by  con- 
sequences to  the  fraternities  which  are 
not  all  desirable.  It  has  in  many  cases 
not  been  a  good  thing  for  the  very 
spirit  which  the  fraternity  is  supposed 
to  foster. 

One  of  the  serious  consequences  of 
large  and  elaborate  buildings  has  been 
too  often  the  necessity  of  subordinat- 
ing other  interests  to  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  without  a  deficit  a  sort  of 


private  hotel,  equipped  with  all  mod- 
ern conveniences,  under  circumstances 
which  sometimes  make  the  size  of  a 
man's  pocketbook  more  important 
than  his  congeniality.  The  mainte- 
nance of  these  large  houses  and  large 
chapters  is  one  of  the  serious  problems 
now  confronting  the  fraternities.  For 
one  thing,  a  fraternity  ought  to  main- 
tain a  careful  system  of  selecting  men 
who  are  not  all  alike  but  who  are  con- 
genial. 

*     *     * 

After  all,  it  is  in  terms  of  under- 
graduate life  that  the  fraternity  must 
be  viewed.  The  long  lists  of  distin- 
guished alumni  that  play  such  great 
part  in  most  rushing  seasons  mean 
practically  nothing  in  comparison  with 
the  question  of  the  undergraduate 
chapter  itself.  My  advice  would  al- 
ways be  that  a  man  join  that  frater- 
nity which  as  an  undergraduate  con- 
cern be  thought  most  congenial  to 
him,  regardless  of  age,  number  of 
chapters  or  distinguished  alumni.  That 
is  really  the  only  sensible  way  to  look 
at  the  question. 

Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  the 
cost  element.  Fraternities,  like  the 
rest  of  America,  are  facing  hard  times 
financially,  and  the  thing  to  do  is  to 
try  to  be  as  intelligent  about  it  as  pos- 
sible. We  ought  to  recognize  the  fact 
that  if  general  depression  is  long  con- 
tinued, alumni  are  by  no  means  going 
to  be  as  responsive  to  fraternity  ap- 
peals as  they  have  been.   Furthermore, 
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there  will  be  more  fathers  who,  while 
they  are  willing  to  make  the  sacrifices 
necessary  to  send  their  sons  to  college, 
will  not  be  able  or  willing  to  pay  ex- 
pensive fraternity  dues. 

I  think  nothing  is  to  be  lost  by  re- 
minding the  fraternities  frankly  that 
the  scale  of  financial  expenditure  on 
which  many  of  them  have  been  living 
during  the  past  ten  years  will  be  main- 
tained only  with  increasing  difficulty. 
Just  as  the  standard  of  living  in  Am- 
erica as  a  whole  is  up  against  econo- 
mies and  thrift,  so  must  be  the  stand- 
ards of  fraternities.  Fees  ought  to  be 
kept  as  low  as  possible.  Carelessness 
or  extravagance  ought  to  be  guarded 
against.  I  believe  the  fraternities 
which  do  not  practice  economy  are 
going  to  find  themselves  caught  in  in- 
creasing difficulties. 

College  campuses  as  a  whole  are 
conventional  enough  at  best.  We  all 
know  how  any  sort  of  fad  or  standard 
tends  to  spread  over  a  whole  campus. 
But  there  is  an  even  greater  pressure 
toward  conformity  in  the  fraternity 
system  than  there  is  outside.  When 
we  are  hearing  so  much  about  the 
evils  of  mass  production  in  our  insti- 
tutions and  about  the  evils  of  stand- 
ardized thinking  and  behavior,  frater- 
nities ought  not  to  lend  their  influence 
to  this  attempt  to  turn  out  a  standard- 
ized product.  They  ought  to  respect 
individuality.  As  it  is  there  are  many 
people  who  feel  that  the  existing  fra- 
ternity system  is  one  of  the  great 
forces  which  is  at  work  today  in  turn- 
ing out  people  who  have  been  molded 
and  stamped  into  the  same  type  and 
pattern.  We  need  individuals  in  Am- 
erican life,  and  the  fraternities  can 
help  in  that  situation. 
*     *     * 

Further,  there  is  the  criticism  that 
fraternities  persistently  hold  them- 
selves aloof  from  the  central  purposes 


for  which  colleges  and  universities 
exist,  from  things  which  stimulate  peo- 
ple's minds  to  a  richer  and  better  ap- 
preciation of  life.  The  comment  is 
constantly  made  that  any  particular 
interest  in  intellectual  things  is  not 
good  form  in  most  fraternities.  There 
have  been  few  attempts,  so  far  as  I 
know,  to  build  up  collections  of  books, 
for  example,  that  really  make  for  cul- 
tivation. There  has  been,  of  course, 
a  largely  artificial  interest  in  scholastic 
standings.  I  am  not  speaking  of  this. 
I  am  asking  the  question,  rather, 
whether  the  influences  of  the  average 
fraternity  house  are  for  or  against  the 
development  of  a  richer  intellectual 
life.  That  is,  whether  they  are  for  or 
against  the  very  thing  for  which  the 
university  is  striving. 

The  fraternity  attitude  toward 
freshmen,  when  we  call  it  simply  and 
plainly  by  its  right  name,  is  a  hazing 
attitude.  A  hazing  attitude  is  a  bad 
thing  on  both  sides.  I  know  some  peo- 
ple say  that  freshmen  rules  and  reg- 
ulations tend  to  make  men  out  of 
freshmen.  That  was  precisely  the  ar- 
gument used  in  favor  of  hazing  many 
years  ago.  Nobody  ever  developed  a 
man  out  of  anybody  by  treating  him 
as  a  child.  I  must  say  that,  in  my 
judgment,  one  of  the  serious  failures 
of  the  fraternities  is  that  they  do  not 
recognize  the  fact  that  their  attitude 
toward  freshmen  should  be  precisely 
that  of  older  brothers  toward  younger 
brothers  in  whom  they  are  interested 
and  not  that  of  masters  toward  serv- 
ants. The  very  word  fraternity  means 
brotherhood.  You  have  a  splendid 
opportunity  to  help  develop  men.  As 
it  is,  you  are  putting  a  handicap  in 
the  way  of  that  opportunity. 

It  seems  to  me  the  whole  present 
practice  is  in  opposition  to  the  ideals 
that  a  university  ought  to  stand  for 
and  therefore  that  a  fraternity  ought 
to  stand  for."

SIX  LITTLE  THEATRE  PLAYS

IN  this  day  and  age,  critics  and  rc' 
viewers,  in  the  name  of  journaHsts, 
are  making  things  fly  fast  about  the 
head  and  shoulders  of  the  poor  writer. 
Big  vitrohc  fellows  like  Mencken  rise 
with  Brobdignagian  brickbats  some- 
what akin  to  sauerkraut  stompers  to 
flail  the  air  into  every  hue  of  the 
spectrum.  The  critic  of  the  arts  is, 
I  can  well  imagine,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
litterateur,  a  blood- 
thirsty,  inhuman  sort 
of  fellow,  a  Dracula- 
like  person,  carniverous 
and  diabolical,  who, 
when  he  seeks  recess 
from  being  carniverous 
and  diabolical,  finds 
himself  with  a  fiendish 
rubbing-of-palms  atti- 
tude doing  the  Damo- 
cles-and-the-sword  act 
over  the  head  of  the 
poor  writer. 

Whom  Mencken 
praises  the  gods  must 
love.  Did  he  not  place 
the  name  of  Sherwood 
Anderson  on  a  pin- 
nacle?— A  man  who 
many  will  admit  eff^ects 
syntax  no  less  awkward  and  awful 
than  a  kangaroo  with  infantile  paraly- 
sis riding  a  bicycle.  The  same  critic 
championed  Ambrose  Bierce  and 
James  Gibbons  Huneker  until  he  had 
won  them  no  inconsiderable  popular 
respect — posthumous  respect! 

Another    critic,    this    time    of    the 
drama,   George  Jean  Nathan — he  of

God  triumvirate,  is  brazen  enough  to 
get  up,  at  times  before  the  curtain  is 
rung  down  on  the  second  act,  and 
walk  out  on  a  show  at  its  first-night. 
He  once  lauded  O'Neill  to  the  skies 
until  came  the  unhappy  Dynamo,  and 
then  flayed  him  to  the  point  where 
that  poor  playwright's  camplacence 
must  have  been  ragged  at  the  edges. 
And  that  is  all  very  well  and  good, 
but  for  a  Sig  Ep  re- 
viewer to  review  a 
brother  Sig  Ep's  work 
is  something  else  again. 
"The  quality  of  mercy 
is  not  strained;  it  drop- 
peth  as  the  gentle  rain 
from  heaven.  .  .  ." 
So  here  goes. 

There  has  come  off 
the  press  lately  a  book 
by  a  Sig  Ep,  Six  Little 
Theatre  Plays,  by  War- 
ren Beck,  Wisconsin 
Alpha.  The  publisher 
is  Baker  of  Boston,  who 
publishes,  also,  Brother 
Beck's  Imagination  and 
Four  Other  One'Act 
Plays,  which  is  in  its 
fourth  edition.  The 
new  book  is  handsomely  printed  in 
clear  Scotch  type  on  an  excellent  qual- 
ity Eggshell,  bound  in  a  very  neat, 
fine-grained  bookcloth.  The  cover  is 
blue,  the  stamping  a  dark  red.  It  is 
a  delightful  well-proportioned  little 
volume  and  certainly  invites  reading. 
Two  of  the  six  plays,  "The  Fixed 
Canon"  and  "Fine  Frenzy,"  won  first 


the  onetime  Mencken,   Nathan,   and     place  in  state-wide  playwriting  coiv 
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tests  conducted  by  the  Drama  League 
in  Wisconsin. 

Brother  Beck  is  at  present  associate 
professor  of  EngUsh  at  Lawrence  Col- 
lege, Appleton,  Wisconsin,  the  home 
of  Wisconsin  Alpha  chapter. 
*     *     *     * 

The  author  has  set  his  scenes,  not 
down  in  front,  nearest  the  band- 
wagon, where  life  whirls  the  gayest 
and  merriest,  but  rather  in  those 
places,  oftimes  emotionally  arid  and 
comparatively  unpopulated,  where  lies 
a  juicy  psychological  scene — point 
counter  point.  Primarily  psychologi' 
cal  and  problematic,  rather  than 
nakedly  emotional  and  situational, 
they  are  keyed  especially  to  the  so- 
phisticated sensibilities  which  are  pe- 
culiar to  the  campus,  and  should  be 
welcomed  by  experimenters  in  the 
little  theatre,  in  particular  the  college 
and  university  little  theatre. 

One  should  not  gather  that  Brother 
Beck's  heroines  are  wet,  waspish,  prig- 
gish creatures  and  that  his  heroes  are 
dowdy  and  fossilized.  Men  and 
women,  both,  are  thinkers  rather  than 
crystalli2;ed  romantics.  All  of  the 
men,  not  even  excepting  the  flowing- 
tied  poet  of  "Fine  Frenzy,"  would 
grasp  more  readily  to  the  idea  of  "a 
cake  of  soap  that's  big  enough  to 
hold"  and  "a  slot  in  the  bathroom  for 
old  razor  blades"  than  that  of  being 
emotionally  disturbed — say,  for  exam- 
ple, by  an  aria — to  want  to  neck  the 
usherette  in  the  aisle. 

In  "After  All  These  Years"  Henry, 
Edith,  and  Arthur  are  real,  honest-to- 
goodness,  living,  breathing  persons. 
At  middle  age  the  vicissitudes  of  the 
grim  American  scene  have  robbed 
them  of  all  the  worth-while  things. 
Love  of  art — in  Edith's  case,  music; 
friendship — Henry's  and  Arthur's 
early  manhood  inseparability;  love  of 
truth — Arthur  lies  about  his  having 
to  leave;  ruling  motive  and  life  am- 
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bition — Arthur  gives  up  a  career  of 
financeering  to  marry  spiteful  wealth 
and  go  nursing  gladioluses.  The  grim 
American  scene  upsets  them  all,  makes 
them  desperate  to  flee  from  something 
morbid,  hideous,  when  they  are  un- 
knowing that  flight  is  futile,  that  what 
they  are  fleeing  from  is  in  themselves. 
The  situation,  up  and  through  cur- 
tain, leaves  us  pitying  them. 

"It's  No  Use  to  Argue"  is  lighter 
in  vein,  albeit  no  less  psychological 
than  the  others.  The  scene  is  a  living 
room  in  1950.  We  are  shown  the 
mothers  of  that  period,  who  were  the 
fast  jazz  set  of  1930.  When  John 
Brewster  expresses  his  desire  to  go  to 
Bascom  University  to  learn  to  become 
a  scientific  farmer,  Luella  Smith,  his 
fiancee's  mother,  is  flabbergasted 
nearly  into  a  frenzy,  that  any  sane 
youth  should  wish  it  his  lot  to  be 
such  a  wastrel.  And  where  her  great- 
grandmother,  back  in  the  "gay"  nine- 
ties, would  have  made  a  grab  for  the 
smelling  salts,  this  staunch,  fairly 
burnt-out,  old  girl,  with  a  near- 
alcoholic  heart,  hitches  up  a  brassiere 
strap  with  some  nonchalance,  and 
whispers  faintly,  "Monty,  please  get 
me  some  gin." 

"The  Fixed  Canon" — Mind  you, 
not  "cannon" — this  is  no  war  picture! 
(Hamlet — remember?  "Oh,  that  the 
Almighty  had  not  fixed  his  canon 
'gainst  self-slaughter  .  .  .")  The 
Fixed  Canon  has  in  it  a  suicide.  The 
victim  is  a  judge,  the  gruesome  locale 
a  night  court,  the  occasion  the  judge's 
deliberation  over  a  case  in  which  the 
charge  was  attempted  suicide.  There 
are  moments  of  stark  naked  drama  in 
this,  yet  it  never  comes  near  losing 
the  psychological  flavor. 

"The  Aff^airs  of  Men"  has  only  two 
people,  the  New  York  Boy  and  the 
San  Francisco  Boy.  The  action  tran- 
spires in  part  of  a  waiting  room  in 
a   railway  passenger  station  in   Chi- 
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cago.  They  are  waiting  for  their 
trains,  the  New  York  Boy's  to  Trisco, 
and  the  Trisco  Boy's  to  New  York. 
Here  are  some  Hnes: 

New  York.  Things  to  do!  Say,  if  I 
was  in  New  York  right  now,  do  you 
know  what  I'd  do?  I'd  get  a  bus,  one  of 
those  with  seats  on  top,  you  know,  and 
ride  right  up  Fifth  Avenue,  and  out  River' 
side  Drive,  along  the  Hudson,  where  the 
swells  live,  and  the  river  boats  go  by. 
Then  I'd  grab  the  subway  and  come  racing 
back  to  Times  Square — mile  a  minute  and 
more — in  time  to  see  the  theatre  crowds 
— thousands  of  them,  packing  the  side 
walks  and  streets,  everybody  happy,  every 
body  going  somewhere.  They're  the  big' 
gest  picture  shows  in  the  world,  and  they 
have  dancers,  too — pretty  women — boy! 

San  Francisco.  Don't  you  reckon  we 
have  theatres  in  'Frisco,  too?  We  have 
— good  ones.  And  we  get  the  pictures 
before  you  do,  because  California's  where 
they  make  'em.  And  what's  a  bus  ride? 
If  you  want  a  real  ride,  you  ought  to 
take  the  ferry  across  the  bay  to  Sausalito. 
I  used  to  do  that  at  night,  sometimes. 
Boy,  it  was  pretty.  And  the  sea  air 
blowing  in  at  the  Gate — that  took  the 
dust  out  of  your  mind.  Then  after  a 
trip  like  that,  if  I  was  flush,  I'd  go  have 
a  big  feed.  You  can  always  eat  in  'Frisco 
— the  good  air  gives  you  an  appetite. 

By  the  auto-suggestion  of  their  long 
conversation,  each  trying  to  outdo  the 
other  in  praise  of  his  city,  they  un- 
wittingly high-pressure  themselves  in- 
to trading  tickets,  fearing  the  other 
fellow's  city,  longing  to  be  back  in 
his  own. 

The  young  and  vivacious  collegians 
of  ''A  Heart  Too  Soon  Made  Glad'' 
one  can  find  on  any  campus.  The 
scene  is  the  reception  parlor  of  a  girls' 
dormitory  in  a  mid-western  college. 
Dick  swears  off  of  women  for  life, 
just  as  ninety-nine  and  four-tenths  per 
cent  of  college  men  do  at  some  time 
or  other,  and  soft-eyed,  thoroughly 
feminine  Gloria  Swanson  snares  the 
not  too  reluctant  Dick  into  a  walking 


date  under  the  elms,  before  the 
"swearing-off"  words  are  barely  out  of 
his  mouth. 

The  last  play  in  the  book  "Fine 
Frenzy,"  is  in  many  ways  the  best. 
It  has  in  it  a  poet  with  soulful,  blue 
eyes,  whose  sight  are  meant  to  aspire 
to  mountain  tops  and  to  distant — in- 
finitely distant — colored  sunsets.  It 
also  has  a  foil  for  our  poet-protagonist 
— a  dainty  creature  of  a  barmaid  with 
long  eye-lashes  who  is  too  beautiful  to 
be  true.  She  is  far,  far  indeed,  from 
the  concept  of  a  heroine  whose  body 
is  fashioned  after  the  flat  stretches  of 
the  desert — stretches  that  would  make 
a  lover  of  the  desert  long  for  dunes — 
dunes  with  at  least  an  oasis  among  a 
series  of  them.  The  poet  throws  away 
his  chance  of  being  appointed  mayor 
of  the  city  by  the  governor  of  the 
state,  to  go  walking  with  the  beauti- 
ful barmaid  with  the  long  eye-lashes. 

None  of  the  Six  Little  Theatre 
Plays  presents  any  technical  difficulty 
for  production.  No  little  theatre 
group  could  be  disappointed  in  them. 
I  should  like  to  suggest  to  the  more 
histrionic  brother,  one  from  each  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  67  chapters,  to 
have  their  respective  college  and  uni- 
versity librarians  get  copies  for  the 
school  shelves.  It  would  not  even  be 
amiss  to  place  it  on  the  chapter  house 
bookshelves,  say  next  to  Ibsen.  Of 
nights,  when  the  brothers  in  the  dorm- 
itory are  sleeping  and  dreaming 
dreams,  Oswald  Alving  would  rise  out 
of  ''Ghosts"  and  articulate  in  a  mean- 
ingless voice,  "Give  me  the  sun  .  .  . 
give  me  the  sun."  Then  Luella  Smith 
of  ::It's  No  Use  to  Argue"  will  step 
out  of  the  pages  of  Warren  Beck's 
Six  Little  Theatre  Plays,  hitch  up  a 
brassiere  strap,  and  whisper  faintly, 
"Monty,  please  get  me  some  gin."

Cut  Out  The  Horse  Play

"Freshnnan,"  commanded  Senior  Brown, 
"call    Senior   Jones   a    liar  for   me." 

"Senior  Jones,  you  are  a  liar,"  duti- 
fully responded  the  yearling. 

"Freshman,"  retorted  Senior  Jones, 
"get    me    a    paddle." 

The  above  incident  actually  happened. 

HOW  many  times  has  one  upper- 
classman  ordered  a  freshman  to 
do  something  only  to  have  an- 
other active  come  along  and  order  the 
pledge  not  to  do  that  thing  or  bawl 
out  the  first  member  right  in  front  of 
the  pledge  for  giving  the  order.  Have 
you  ever  put  a  freshman  in  a  touc;h  spot 
by  baiting  him  to  the  point  that  what- 
ever his  answer  to  a  question  may  be 
it  will  be  wrong  and  he  will  be  eligible 
for  a  paddling?  Do  you  still  club  a 
pledge  for  doing  things  that  the  juniors 
and  seniors  are  equally  guilty  of  doing? 
Must  the  pledges  still  be  subjected  to 
the  humiliation  of  performing  idiotic 
stunts    before    guests    and    visitors? 

"Freshman,"  thunders  the  senior,  "I 
want  this  room  kept  clean.  Put  all 
clothes  away,  keep  the  tables  and  books 
in  order  and  don't  flick  cigarette  ashes 
about.  If  I  ever  come  into  this  room 
and  find  !t  all  mussed  up,  I  will  beat 
your  britches  till  they  smoke." 
Yet  the  next  time  that  senior  returns 
to  the  room  his  coat  and  hat  are  thrown 
on  the  chair,  books  are  tossed  in  the 
middle  of  the  table  and  a  cigarette  butt 
drops    to    the    floor. 

Great  balls  of  steam,  men,  have  you 
forgotten  entirely  the  days  when  you 
were    freshmen    and    pledges?      Pledges 


are  not  menial  servants  nor  is  it  the 
purpose  of  pledge  discipline  to  require 
them  to  perform  tasks  to  amuse  the 
upperclassmen.  The  primary  object  of 
the  pledge  period  and  pledge  discipline 
is  to  train  the  new  men;  to  teach  them 
respect  for  those  in  authority;  to  deter- 
mine their  ability  to  do  appointed  tasks 
well;  to  teach  them  what  needs  to  be 
done  about  a  fraternity  house  to  make 
it  look  respectable  and  to  keep  it  func- 
tioning efficiently.  In  a  year  or  two  the 
pledges  will  be  the  upperclassmen.  If 
they  do  not  learn  their  fraternity  lessons 
well  while  freshmen,  they  will  not  be 
equipped  to  handle  the  organization 
when    they    are    seniors. 

The  most  thorough,  rapid  and  pleasing 
way  to  train  any  person  is  to  set  a  good 
example  and  inspire  emulation.  It  is 
stimulating  to  talk  with  upperclassmen 
and  graduates  and  hear  them  tell  of  the 
fine  influence  their  Pledge  Daddies  had 
on  them  during  the  freshman  year.  The 
pity  is  that  a  larger  number  of  upper- 
classmen are  either  incapable  or  unwill- 
ing  to   properly  train   their   Pledge   Sons. 

Too  many  seniors  feel  the  weight  of 
their  authority.  They  abuse  their  pledges, 
order  them  about  like  menials,  curse 
them  for  failing  to  grasp  poorly  ex- 
pressed ideas  and  generally  antagonize 
them  and  destroy  any  hope  of  develop- 
ing   responsible   men. 

Authority  and  responsibility  usually 
sober  men  who  are  called  upon  to  as- 
sume them.  Nothing  so  inspires  the  rank 
and  flie  of  an  organization  as  having  the 
executive   heads   lay   down   the   rules   and 


regulations  and  then  personally  adhere 
to  them  as  strictly  as  the  most  insignifi- 
cant member.  It  just  doesn't  get  over 
for  a  senior  who  is  down  in  his  own  sub- 
jects to  hound  a  freshman  to  get  on 
his  books.  The  pledges  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  handle  their  tools  correctly  at 
the  table  and  otserve  proper  etiquette 
at  social  functions  unless  the  upperclass- 
men  show  the  way.  If  the  juniors  and 
seniors  drink  and  gamble,  the  pledges 
cannot  understand  why  they  should  not 
do   likewise. 

After  all  we  are  a  race  of  imitators. 
We  ape  the  big-shots  and  the  so-called 
celebrities.  Life  seems  to  be  like  that. 
The  customary  comeback  when  one  is 
disciplined  is  to  point  out  that  so-and-so 
is  doing  the  forbidden  thing.  "Do  as  I 
say  but  not  as  I  do,"  is  frequent  advice, 
but  the  leaders  of  men  do  not  follow  it. 

Talk  to  your  Pledge  Son  like  a  big 
brother.  Point  out  the  error  of  some 
of  his  ways.  Encourage  and  inspire  him. 
Be  fair,  be  decent,  be  firm.  Recall  your 
own  pledge  days  and  your  reaction  to 
the  treatment  you  received.  You  are 
given  authority  over  a  young,  inexperi- 
enced human  being  to  instruct,  to  guide, 
to  discipline,  to  develop.  He  is  a  piece 
of  delicate  mechanism  filled  with  desires, 
emotions,  nervous  reactions,  potential 
strength  and  brain  power.  The  task  calls 
for  patience,  tolerance  and  understand- 
ing. 

...  Dr.  James  I.  Naismlth,  inventor  of  the 
game  of  basketball,  Dean  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kansas,  honorary  member  of 
the  Kansas  Gamma  Chapter  and  father 
of  one  of  the  active  members  of  that 
chapter,  addressed  a  rush  banquet  in 
Kansas  City  recently.  He  propounded 
a  question  that  is  doubtless  in  the  minds 
of  every  parent  whose  son  is  being 
rushed    by   a    fraternity. 


"What  will  that  fraternity  do  to  my 
boy?" 

Many  parents  who  did  not  have  the 
opportunitiy  for  a  college  education 
know  very  little  about  fraternities  except 
what  they  read  in  the  papers  and  see 
in  the  movies.  They  want  their  sons  to 
join  if  the  opportunity  comes,  but  they 
are  a  little  fearful  that  the  influences 
there  may  not  always  be  of  the  best. 
Dr.  Naismith  continued  his  thought  some- 
what   as    follows 

"I  wonder  if  you  young  men  in  the 
active  chapters  realize  that  you  can  have 
more  influence  with  my  son  than  I  my- 
self can  have?  You  can  discipline  him, 
inspire  him  to  achievement  in  student 
activities  and  in  his  studies,  instill  in  him 
a  desire  to  play  the  game  of  life  with 
all  his  strength  and  do  it  fairly.  We 
parents  are  a  bit  old  fogey.  The  meth- 
ods we  learned  in  school  years  ago 
were  not  as  advanced  as  those  now  in 
vogue.  My  son  used  to  come  to  me 
while  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools 
to  ask  my  assistance  with  his  problems. 
I  would  show  him  the  way  I  was  taught 
and  almost  invariably  the  method  would 
be  different  from  that  now  used.  I  am 
sure  that  most  parents  have  had  this 
same  experience.  Consequently  our  chil- 
dren seek  our  counsel  less  and  less  as 
they  advance  in  school.  They  can  get 
more  help  from  their  fellow  students  than 
they  can  at  home.  That  is  why  I  say 
that  you  young  men  can  wield  a  more 
powerful  influence  upon  these  younger 
men   than   we   parents." 

No  accomplishment  in  life  brings  such 
complete  and  lasting  satisfaction  as  the 
knowledge  that  one  has  had  a  major 
part  in  training  some  young  man  for  a 
useful  life,  and  to  watch  that  young 
man  flower  into  manhood  and  fulfill  all 
the  hopes  and  dreams  that  those  who 
believed   in    him    had   visualized.

Being  an  Account  of  the  •   •  August 
Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 


THEY  CAME,  did  the  members 
of  Executive  Committee,  from 
California,  Oklahoma,  Missouri,  Del' 
aware,  and  Virginia,  for  their  annual 
August  meetmg  at  the  Central  Office. 

THEY  SAW,  a  mass  of  material 
which  had  been  prepared  for  their 
inspection  and  deliberation  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  his  cohorts  in 
the  Central  Office. 

THEY  CONQUERED  a  seemingly 
impossible  amount  of  work  in  a  rela- 
tively short  time,  this  being  made  pos- 
sible by  a  2,eal  which  must  be  found 
only  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Executive 
Committee  meetings. 

1932  Conclave 

Attacking  one  of  the  most  difficult 
problems  first,  attention  was  given 
to  the  meeting  place  for  the  Six- 
teenth Grand  Chapter  Conclave  to 
be  held  in  1932.  The  requests  of 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Denver,  Colo., 
and  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  to  hold  the 
meeting  with  them  were  considered 
and  only  after  a  detailed  and  exhaus- 
tive investigation  of  the  advantages  of 
the  several  cities,  not  the  least  item 
being  the  cost  involved,  was  a  decision 
finally  reached  in  favor  of  Chatta- 
nooga, the  dates  to  be  September  1, 
2,  and  3. 

Placement  Service 

The  work  of  the  committee  on  Vo- 
cational or  Placement  Service  was  con- 
sidered, and  as  a  part  of  the  resultant 
discussion  Grand  President  Yancey 
presented  a  plan  of  future  operation 
in  the  matter.    Brothers  Rodney  C. 


Berry,  L.  M.  Burkholder,  and  W.  L. 
Phillips  were  instructed  to  set  up  the 
machinery  necessary  for  putting  into 
operation  the  Grand  President's  plan 
which  was  adopted  as  presented. 

Student  Loans 

The  discussion  of  Student  Loans 
was  prefaced  by  a  succinct  report  on 
the  forty-five  loans  now  in  force  by 
Richard  W.  Cook  of  the  Central  Of- 
fice force.  In  the  discussion  of  the 
fraternity's  policy  in  this  matter 
which  followed,  it  was  decided,  among 
other  things,  that  the  present  policy 
of  limiting  loans  to  seniors  should  be 
continued  save  in  exceptional  cases 
when  they  might  be  granted  to  jun- 
iors. It  was  further  decided  that  the 
conditions  in  each  case  be  reviewed 
individually  with  the  tdea  of  making 
the  money  being  loaned  available  as 
needed  rather  than  paying  it  in  a 
lump  sum. 

In  the  matter  of  security  it  was 
ruled  that  parents  might  be  signers  on 
the  notes  but  that  only  one  parent,  if 
either,  might  be  co-maker. 

Reports  from  institutions  must  in- 
clude an  estimate  of  the  applicant  for 
a  loan  by  the  dean  of  his  institution 
and  an  official  record  of  grades  by  the 
proper  institutional  official.  No  loans 
are  to  be  granted  to  applicants  who 
are  not  average  or  above  the  all- 
student  scholastic  average  of  their  in- 
stitutions. 

Regional  Membership  of 
Executive  Committee 
The  suggestion  that  members  of  the 
Executive    Committee   be    elected   by 
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districts  was  given  full  and  free  dis' 
cussion.  The  result  of  the  discussion 
was  the  decision  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  whole  matter,  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  committee  to 
be  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Executive  Committee  before  the 
1932   Conclave. 

Interfraternity  Conference 
The  fraternity's  continued  coopera- 
tion  with  the  Interfraternity  Confer- 
ence  was  authori2,ed,  William  L. 
Phillips,  Grand  Secretary;  L.  M. 
Burkholder,  Assistant  to  the  Grand 
Secretary;  and  F.  J.  Barnes,  Editor  of 
the  Journal,  being  designated  as 
delegates  for  the  1931  meeting  of  the 
Conference.  Richard  W.  Cook,  Cen- 
tral Office  Representative,  and  Robert 
W.  Kelly,  of  the  New  York  Alumni, 
were  named  as  alternates  to  represent 
the  fraternity  in  the  event  that  either 
of  those  nartied  as  delegates  found  it 
impossible  to  be  present. 

Scholarship  Awards  and  Medals 
The  first  of  the  Clifford  B.  Scott 
Scholarsl^p  Awards  was  presented  for 
examination  by  Brother  C.  W.  Mc- 
Kenzie,  Chairman  of  the  Scholarship 
Committee.  It  was  stated  by  Brother 
McKenzie  that  the  medals  were  ready 
for  distribution  upon  the  receipt  of 
the  names  of  the  ranking  scholarship 
man  in  each  chapter  at  his  office, 
properly  certified  by  the  chapter 
scholarship  advisor  or  the  proper  in- 
stitutional authority. 

In  the  event  of  ties  for  first  place 
the  scholarship  chairman  was  author- 
ized to  award  medals  to  both  parties. 

New  Appointments 
To  the  vacancy  left  by  the  regret- 
table resignation  of  Grand  Treasurer 


Frank  G.  Louthan,  Brother  William 
M    Francis  was  appointed. 

Traveling  Secretary  L.  M.  Burk- 
holder was  elevated  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  the 
new  duties  to  be  taken  over  upon  the 
completion  of  his  projected  western 
trip. 

W.  A.  Hanley  and  M.  R.  Mills, 
Jr.,  were  elected  to  succeed  themselves 
as  members  of  the  National  Head- 
quarters Board,  Brother  Hanley's  term 
of  office  to  expire  in  1933  and  that 
of  Brother  Mills  to  expire  in  1934. 

Reed  Hunt  was  elected  to  succeed 
P.  G.  Euchner,  and  A.  H.  Wahl  was 
elected  to  succeed  himself  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

Mark  D.  Wilkins  was  re-appointed 
''trouble  shooter"  and  will  continue 
the  special  chapter  service  initiated  by 
the  Central  Office  in  1931,  a  service, 
the  expense  of  which,  is  shared  by  the 
Central  Office  and  the  chapters  re 
ceiving  it. 

Miscellaneous 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the 
committee  found  it  necessary  to  deal 
with  problems  and  policies  connected 
with  the  Journal,  the  Saga,  the 
financing  of  Alumni  Delegates  to 
Conclaves,  Chapter  House  Fire  Insur- 
ance, Amendments  to  the  Laws  and, 
of  course,  the  fraternity's  Budget. 

The  members  of  the  committee  were 
entertained  at  the  home  of  Grand  Sec- 
retary Phillips  at  one  of  Mrs.  Phillips' 
justly-famous  Virginia  dinners.  Sev- 
eral of  them  got  in  a  hurried  trip  to 
"Eastbury"  and  Williamsburg,  and 
the  whole  was  fittingly  climaxed  by  a 
cruise  on  the  yacht  of  Grand  Histor- 
ian William  M.  Francis.

Beirut  has  been  called  the  most  cos- 
mopolitan  of  near  Eastern  cities  and  is 
apparently  keeping  true  the  statement. 
Here  one  sees  automobiles  rush  past 
the  camel  train  in  a  cloud  of  dust; 
palms  and  cypresses  uprooted  to  make 
room  for  a  new  street  or  a  higher 
apartment  house;  men  who  discard 
the  fez  and  eastern  dress  to  adopt 
clothing  of  the  West;  a  girl  modestly 
clothed  and  veiled  in 
the  black  of  centuries 
with  her  cousin  in  the 
latest  Parisian  design. 
The  orchestra  is  taking 
the  place  of  the  reed 
pipe,  and  the  ba2;aars 
are  losing  business  to 
stores  with  plate-glass 
windows.  The  city  is 
not  all  changed  and  the 
change  is  not  as  rapid 
as  you  might  think,  but 
there  is  enough  to  be 
constantly  noticeable.

on  a  point  overlooking  the  sea 
the  American  University  is  located. 
Across  the  harbor  rise  mountains, 
snowcapped  half  the  year  and  pre 
senting  a  vivid  contrast  to  the  rich 
blue  of  the  sea  and  sky. 

The  University  was  founded  in 
1866  as  the  Syria  Protestant  College. 
Today  it  exists  as  a  non^sectarian  in- 
stitution, a  member  of  the  Near  East 
College  Association,  which  is  striving 
to  promote  international  good  will 
through  its  six  member-institutions  in 
the  Neat  East.  The  American  Uni- 
versity of  Beirut  is  the  greatest  educa- 
tional institution  in  the  Near  East 
and  is  an  important  factor  in  making 
Beirut  a  center  of  learning.  Its  de- 
partments include  schools  of  medicine, 
pharmacy,  dentistry,  and  nursing,  be- 
side the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  the  Preparatory  School. 

And  are  the  instructors  Americans? 
Seventeen  of  us  are,  and  very  much 
American,  at  that.  We  come  from 
fourteen  different  states  and  fifteen 
different  colleges  in  America.  There 
are  even  more  non- 
American  instructors, 
however,  most  of  whom 
are  graduates  of  the 
university  here,  and 
some  of  whom  have 
studied  in  England  or 
America.  Of  course 
there  are  many  older 
faculty  members,  Am- 
ericans and  others 
whose  permanent 
homes  are  in  Beirut. 

Then  the  students — 
they  number  over  1,'5'00 
and,  though  the  major- 
ity   are    Arabs,    thirty- 


nine  nationali- 
ties are  repre- 
sented. Quite 
a  cosmopolitan 
group,  you 
may  b  sure! 

Students  of 
the  East  are 
much  less  in- 
terested in  so- 
cial and  extra- 
curricular ac- 
tivities than 
American  stu' 
dents.  Interest 
in  these  phases 

of  college  life  is  increasing,  however 
of  college  life  is  increasing  remark- 
able, however.  The  students  do  not 
have  fraternities,  but  the  students  of 
some  nationalities  have  clubs,  usually 
Greek  letter.    The  presence  of  co-eds

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and  increase  in  education  for  women 
is  causing  more  association  between 
young  men  and  women — a  thing 
which  has  not  been  permitted  before. 
Swimming  and  all  forms  of  athletics 
are  becoming  popular  with  students. 
In  educated  citi2,ens,  such  as  the 
American  university  strives  to  send 
out,  lies  the  hope  of  Syria,  Iraq, 
Palestine,  an3  Egypt.  In  these  coun- 
tries eighty  per  cent  of  the  people  are 
practically   serfs,   oppressed   by   land' 


owners  and  extremely  ignorant.  If 
the  conditions  of  these  people  can  be 
improved  by  sincere  teachers,  doctors, 
lawyers,  and  business  men,  the  situa- 
tion  in  this,  the  cradle  of  civili2;ation, 
will  be  improved.  With  strong  men 
as  leaders  of  her  citizenry  the  region 
of  Moses,  Jesus,  and  Mohammed,  the 
country  greatest  in  developing  relig' 
ious  thought  in  the  past,  will  again 
become  great — this  time  in  the  eyes 
of  the  present  day  world. 


Odium  Heads  Atlas  Utilities 


A  recent  issue  of  albseeing,  alb 
knowing  Time  contains  an  interesting 
character  sketch  of  Floyd  Bostwick 
Odium,  Colorado  Alpha.  Brother 
Odium  was  graduated  from  the  Uni' 
versity  of  Colorado  in  1914,  and  in 
1928  his  university  recogni2,ed  him  as 
one  of  its  most  successful  graduates 
by  conferring  upon  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Busi- 
ness Administration. 

Says  Time  in  its  article,  accom- 
panying Mr.  Odium's  photo : 

President  of  the  Atlas  Utilities  Corpor- 
ation is  a  quiet,  modest  man  of  39,  •j^/ho 
is  considered  one  of  the  ablest  men  in 
the  country,  yet  is  as  obscure  as  his  com- 
pany. 

He  is  Floyd  Bostwick  Odium,  whose 
other  chief  interests  are  his  vice-presidency 
of   the   Electric    Bond   and    Share   and   his 


vice-chairmanship  of  its  big  unit,  American 
and   Foreign   Power   Company. 

Seldom  in  the  public  prints,  he  was 
written  up  two  years  ago  for  conducting 
the  "most  expensive  telephone  call,"  Lon- 
don-New York,  95  minutes,  $1,425.  Slim, 
nonchalant,  sandy-haired,  and  freckled, 
Odium  studied  law  at  the  University  of 
Colorado,  and  in  New  York  started  work 
with  Simpson,  Thatcher,  and  Bartlett  of 
Manhattan.  In  their  office  he  became  a 
close  friend  of  George  Henry  Howard.  In 
1924  the  two  men  formed  a  private  invest- 
ment trust,  first  called  U.  S.  Co.  and  later 
Atlas  Utilities  Corporation.  The  original 
investment  was  $40,000.  Since  last  Octo- 
ber, the  corporation  has  acquired  nine  in- 
vestment trusts  and  management  contracts. 
Atlas  now  has  $25,000  in  assets  and  con- 
trols a  total  investment  structure  of 
$48,000,000.  Despite  their  many  duties, 
friends  Odium  and  Howard  still  have  time 
to  go  trout  fishing  together  at  the  Howard 
camp,  Mount   Mansfield,   in  Vermont.

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In  Father's  Footsteps 


'OME  20  years  ago  a  lad  who  had 
just  graduated  from  East  High, 
Cleveland,  set  out  to  make  a  name 
for  himself  in  major  league  baseball. 
Roger  T.  Peckinpaugh,  for  such  was 
his  name,  landed  a  berth  with  the 
Cleveland  Indians,  but  though  he 
plugged  away  perfecting  his  game,  he 
found  that  the  competition  was  keen 
and  that  the  task  he  had  set  for  him- 
self was  no  simple  one. 

Recognition  was  slow  in  coming, 
and  he  was  shifted  to  the  Coast 
league  twice  before  its  final  arrival 
from  an  unexpected  source.  The 
New  York  Yankees  noticed  his  work, 
however,  and  for  seven  years  he  held

down  the  shortstop  position  on  the 
Manhattan  team.  From  the  Yankees 
he  went  to  the  Washington  Senators, 
remaining  five  years,  and  then  spent 
with  the  Chicago  White  Sox. 

At  about  this  time  the  Indians  were 
looking  about  for  a  competent  man- 
ager, and  it  was  not  at  all  surprising 
that  Peckinpaugh  was  picked  to  fill 
that  position.  They  made  no  error  in 
their  judgment,  for  he  stepped  into 
the  job  and  began  immediately  to 
build  with  an  eye  to  the  future. 

The  Peckinpaugh  family  has  an- 
other member,  Roger,  Jr.,  Ohio  Ep- 
silon  '34.  who  has  inherited  his  fath- 
er's capable,  cool  judgment,  and  who 
is  likewise  interested  in  baseball.  Be- 
fore graduating  from  Shaw  High, 
Cleveland,  he  was  awarded  two  letters 
in  the  sport,  and  played  on  the  team 
which  won  the  Lake  Erie  league  cham- 
pionship, as  well  as  one  which  tied 
for  that  distinction  last  year.  He  is 
now  on  the  baseball  squad  at  Ohio 
Wesleyan  university  and  is  making  a 
strong  bid  for  second  base. 

There  is  a  marked  resemblance  be- 
tween "Peck"  and  his  father  in  many 
ways  other  than  appearance.  Both 
are  quiet,  thoughtful,  and  like  the 
simpler  things.  Peckinpaugh  likes 
home  and  family  life,  and  is  inter- 
ested in  boys  and  their  activities.  If 
is  not  at  all  an  uncommon  thing  for 
him  to  happen  in  on  a  high  school 
athletic  contest,  quietly  take  a  seat 
near  the  players'  bench,  and  thor- 
oughly enjoy  every  minute  of  the 
game.  Similarly,  "Peck."  Jr.,  when 
home,  spends  a  great  deal  of  his  time 
around  the  training  quarters  of  the 
Indians.  He  has  met  Babe  Ruth  and 
is  personally  acquainted  with  such 
men  as  Tris  Speaker  and  Walter 
Johnson.

to  the  Air  as  Pilot

MERLIN  I.  Carter,  Iowa  Gamma 
78,  better  known  to  his  fellow 
Iowa  Gammans  and  collegC'day 
friends  as  Nick,  and  remembered  espe' 
cially  for  his  prowess  as  a  swimmer 
for  the  University  of  Iowa,  is  now 
Second  Lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Air  Corps,  stationed  at  Mar' 
shall  Field,  Fort  Riley,  Kansas. 

In  his  freshman  year  Carter  went 
out  for  Freshman  Swimming  and  won 
his  numeral  as  well  as  breaking  some 
university  records.  He  was  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  Freshman  Nu' 
meral  Club  and  was  later  elected  presi' 
dent  of  it. 

In  his  three  years  of  Varsity  com- 
petition,  Carter  received  many  honors 
in  swimming.  His  specialty  was  the 
breast  stroke  and  in  this  he  held  four 
university  records- — the  200  yard 
breast  stroke  in  2:46,  the  220  yard 
breast  stroke  in  3:09  and  the  440 
yard  breast  stroke  in  6:46.  In  addi' 
tion  to  this  he  won  all  but  one  con- 
ference meet  in  his  Sophomore  year 
and  also  many  midwestern  A.  A.  U. 
records. 


He  won  championship  honors  in 
the  200  yard  breast  stroke  at  the  1926 
Western  Conference  meet  held  at 
Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  and  established 
a  record  of  2:47.3  for  the  200  yard 
swim  in  the  Long  Course,  but  it  has 
since  been  lowered. 

At  the  midwestern  A.  A.  U.  meet 
held  at  Iowa  City  in  1924  he  set  a 
record  of  3 : 1 1  for  the  200  yard  breast 
stroke  in  a  60  foot  pool.  In  1926 
when  the  midwestern  A.  A.  U.  again 
held  its  meet  at  Iowa  City  "Nick" 
broke  his  old  record  of  3:11  and  set 
a  new  one  of  3:07  which  still  stands. 

Iowa  City  was  selected  for  the  1927 
National  A.  A.  U.  championships  and 
here  Carter  placed  second  in  the  200 
yard  breast  stroke  and  was  on  the 
300  yard  medley  relay  team  which 
placed  third. 

In  1926  he  attained  first  place  in 
the  "Big  Ten"  rating  of  200  yard 
swimmers  and  was  a  member  of  the 
300    yard   medley    team    which    took 
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first  the  same  year.  The  1927  rank- 
ing found  him  in  second  place  in  the 
''Big  Ten." 

In  1926  Frank  J.  SuUivan  chose 
Carter  for  third  place  on  an  AH- 
American  team  of  200  yard  breast 
stroke  swimmers.  On  the  1927  squad 
he  was  placed  fourth. 

In  his  Senior  year  he  was  captain 
of  the  Varsity  Swimming  team. 
''Nick"  won  a  major  "I"  each  of  his 
three  years  of  competition.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Dolphin  Swim- 
ming Club. 

Dave  Armbuster  trained  Carter 
through  all  four  years  while  at  the 
university.  It  might  be  well  to  state 
that  Dave  is  a  Sig  Ep  and  is  still 
Head  Swimming  Coach  at  Iowa. 

In  July,  after  graduation,  Carter 
went  to  March  Field,  Riverside,  Cali- 
fornia, and  entered  the  United  States 
School  of  Aeronautics  as  a  flying 
cadet.  This  course  consists  of  eight 
months  in  the  primary  flying  school 
and  four  months  in  the  advanced  fly- 
ing school.  The  advanced  school  is 
located  at  Kelly  Field,  San  Antonio, 
Texas. 

I  feel  that  a  part  of  the  letter  here 
on  my  desk  from  Brother  Carter 
would  be  of  interest  to  those  who 
are  curious  about  the  course  in  aero- 
nautics : 

"During  the  first  eight  months  a 
cadet  is  taught  to  fly  in  a  military 
manner  and  must  pass  in  many  sub- 
jects that  are  primarily  concerned 
with  military  flying.  These  courses 
include  such  subjects  as  airplane  en- 
gines, airplane  rigging,  radio  code, 
map  reading,  navigation,  etc.  A  cadet 
who  finishes  the   primary  school  ob- 


tains about  150  to  200  hours  flying 
time.  About  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
students  who  enter  the  school  are 
"washed  out'  by  the  time  graduation 
week  rolls  around.  Upon  graduation 
from  the  primary  school  the  cadet  is 
sent  to  the  U.  S.  Air  Corps  Advanced 
Flying  School  at  Kelly  Field.  This 
school  is  divided  into  four  parts:  pur- 
suit, attack,  observation,  and  bombard- 
ment. Flying  here  is  of  secondary 
importance  and  the  carrying  out  of 
military  missions  is  paramount.  A 
cadet  is  privileged  to  take  only  one 
of  these  courses.  These  four  groups 
represent  the  four  main  divisions  of 
the  air  corps.  To  me  the  observation 
course  appeared  to  be  the  most  in- 
teresting, and  in  June,  1929,  I  grad' 
uated  with  the  rating  of  Airplane 
Pilot  and  Airplane  Observer.  Upon 
appearing  before  a  board  I  was  given 
a  commission  in  the  U.  S.  Air  Corps 
as  a   Second  Lieutenant. 

I  was  ordered  to  report  to  the  com- 
manding officer  for  duty  at  Marshall 
Field,  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  on  July  1, 
1929.  I  have  remained  on  duty  here 
since  that  date.  The  work  here  is  in 
connection  with  the  U.  S.  Cavalry 
School  and  the  Observation  Squadron 
assists  in  the  carrying  out  of  military 
problems  and  field  maneuvers  with  the 
student  officers  taking  the  courses 
here." 

On  May  31,  1930,  Carter  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Lois  Christensen,  a  mem- 
ber of  Delta  Gamma  sorority  of  Drake 
University. 

For  the  past  two  years  Carter  has 
flown  up  from  Fort  Riley  to  spend 
Homecoming  week-end  with  Iowa 
Gamma.

Larkin   Bailey — An   Appreciation 

There's  something  of  a  snap  to  the 
sound  of  the  name  Larkin  Bailey. 
There's  even  more  of  a  snap  to  the 
man  himself  as  is  evidenced  by  his 
stellar  climb  up  the  ladder  of  success 
in  his  profession,  and  in  his  civic  and 
fraternal  undertakings.  Not  the 
least  of  these  is  his  success  with  the 
Eastern  Oklahoma  Alumni  Associa' 
tion. 

The  adage  that  "a  Prophet  is  with' 
out  honor  in  his  own  country"  is 
blown  sky  high  by  this  well-deserved 
tribute  to  Bailey  by  Joe  Haines,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Tulsa  Alumni  Chapter: 

"This  is  the  story  of  a  Sig  Ep  who, 
during  the  war,  was  in  a  regiment  that 
was  completely  surrounded  by  the  enemy 
and  then  fought  its  way  out.  This  same 
Regiment  No.  96,  United  States  Marines, 
was  ordered  to  Belleau  Woods,  Chateau 
Thierry  Sector,  when  the  great  German 
drive  of  1918  was  marching  toward  Paris 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  miles  per  day. 
Brother  Larkin  Bailey  was  in  Company  6 
which  was  235  men  strong.  On  May  30, 
1918,  this  group  charged  into  Belleau 
Woods  and  all  but  Larkin  and  seven 
others  were  killed  or  seriously  injured. 
Mustard  gas  was  used  extensively  by  the 
Germans   in    this    drive. 

"Larkin  survived  three  other  major  cam- 
paigns, namely:  the  battle  of  Soissons  in 
July;  St.  Mihiel  in  September,  where  his 
regiment  was  surrounded;  the  battle  of 
Champagne  in  October.  Surely  the  de- 
pression can  hold  no  horrors  for  a  man 
who  has  been  through  such  struggles  as 
this  and  come  out  safely. 

"During  his  service  in  France  Bailey 
became  acquainted  with  two  Oklahomans 
who  were  later  initiated  into  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  at  Oklahoma  Alpha  at  Stillwater. 

"After  his  return  to  the  United  States 
and  civilian  life,  Larkin  enrolled  at  Ames 
where  he  was  initiated  into  Iowa  Beta. 
The  last  two  years  of  his  college  work 
was  received  at  California  University 
where  he  was  affiliated  with  California 
Alpha. 


"Bailey  is  now  located  at  Tulsa,  Okla., 
and  is  vice  president  of  the  Tulsa  Abstract 
y  Title  Company.  He  is  one  of  the  most 
widely  known  and  best  liked  Sig  Eps  in 
this  state.  It  was  largely  through  his  work 
that  the  Tulsa  Alumni  Chapter  was  or- 
ganized and  his  guidance  still  inspires  its 
members.  He  was  recently  appointed  on 
a  committee  by  Grand  President  C.  L. 
Yancey  to  consider  ways  and  means  of 
raising  funds  with  which  to  send  alumni 
delegates  to  the  next  Conclave." 


Carmichael  Piles  Up  Honors 

Only  sketchy  information  concern- 
ing the  doings  of  Emmett  B.  Car- 
michael, Colorado  Alpha,  has  come 
to  the  Journal  since  his  graduation 
from  the  University  of  Colorado  in 
1918. 

The  most  obvious  reason  to  be 
gathered  from  the  following  summary 
of  Brother  Carmichael's  career  since 
leaving  college  would  seem  to  be 
that  he's  been  too  busy  achieving  to 
write  : 

"Emmett  B.  Carmichael — Central  Col- 
lege, Fayette,  Mo.,  1914-16;  University  of 
Colorado,  1916-18,  B.A.  1918;  Certificate 
of  Graduation,  U.  S.  Technological  School, 
Carney's  Point,  N.  J.,  1918;  Graduate  stu- 
dent University  of  Colorado  1919-24; 
M.  S.  University  of  Colorado  1922;  Grad- 
uate student.  University  of  Cincinnati, 
1924-27. 

'Instructor  organic  chemistry.  University 
of  Colorado,  1919-24;  Instructor  in  bio- 
chemistry. University  of  Cincinnati,  1924- 
26;  Head  Department  of  Bacteriology, 
Wm.  S.  Merrell  Co.,  Cincinnati,  Univer- 
sity of  Alabama,  1927,  Assoc.  Prof. 
1928 — ,  and  Head  of  the  department 
since   1927; 

"Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  (University  of  Colo- 
rado, 1917);  Acacia;  Alpha  Chi  Sigma; 
Mason;  Alpha  Epsilon  Delta;  Gamma  Sig- 
ma Epsilon;  Phi  Beta  Pi;  Masonic  Club, 
University   of   Alabama. 

"Member  of  the  following  societies: 
American  Chemical  Society;  Society  for 
Experimental    Biology    and    Medicine;    As- 
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sociation  for  the  Study  of  Internal  Secre- 
tions; American  Physiological  Society; 
Alabama  Academy  of  Science  (first  vice 
president  1929-30,  president  1930-31,  and 
councilor  to  A.  A.  A.  S.  1931 — );  The 
Society  of  the  Sigma  Xi. 

Associate  fellow  and  fellow  of  the  fol- 
lowing societies:  Fellow  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science;  Associate  Fellowship,  American 
Medical  Association.

Fehr  Articles  Win  Acclaim 

Two  of  the  products  of  the  fertile 
pen  of  Joseph  Conrad  Fehr,  District 
of  Columbia  Alpha  '21,  have  received 
unusual  notice.  The  one,  an  article 
on  "The  Moral  Influence  of  the 
Theatre,"  which  appeared  in  the  July 
issue  of  The  T^ation's  Capital  Maga- 
zine, and  which  treated  such  subjects 
as  "Box  Office  Receipts,"  "The  Law 
and  the  Theatre,"  "Honest  With  the 
Public,"  and  "State  Subsidy,"  has 
been  widely  quoted.  The  other, 
"Dual  Citi2;enship  an  International 
Problem,"  which  appeared  originally 
in  Current  History,  issue  of  Decem- 
ber, 1930,  and  disclosed  among  other 
things  that  "under  Swiss  law  Presi' 
dent  Hoover  is  still  Swiss  and  techni' 
cally  subject  to  military  service  in 
Swit2;erland,"  was  read  into  the  rec- 
ord of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
at  the  request  of  the  Hon.  William 
H.  King,  Senator  from  Utah,  with 
what  might  be  called  the  "citation," 
which  is  quoted: 

"Mr.  President,  there  appeared  in  Cur' 
rent  History  for  December,  1930,  a  most 
excellent  article  by  Joseph  Conrad  Fehr, 
an  international  lawyer  of  high  standing 
living  in  Washington,  dealing  with  the 
question  of  dual  citizenship  as  an  inter' 
national  problem.  The  question  discussed 
is  a  live  one,  because  a  number  of  coun- 
tries insist  that  American  citizens  of  for- 
eign birth,  or  whose  parents  were  of  for- 
eign birth,  are  subject  to  military  service 
in  such  countries.  The  result  is  that 
American   citizens  are   constantly  annoyed 


by  these  claims,  and  some  of  them  refrain 
from  traveling  abroad  because  of  difficul- 
ties which  they  might  there  encounter.  I 
am  sure  the  article  will  prove  instructive 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  this  matter, 
and  I  ask  that  it  be  printed  in  the  Ap- 
pendix of  the  Record. 

There    being    no    objection,    the    article 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record.

Hutchinson  Welcomed  Lindy's 
TO  Japan 

The  Duluth  T^ews-Trihune  for  Sep' 
tember  20,  1931,  carried  an  interest' 
ing  resume  of  the  letter  from  Charles 
Hutchinson,  Minnesota  Alpha,  at 
present  Vice  Consul  in  Japan,  in 
which  Hutchinson  told  of  the  recep- 
tion  of  the  Lindberghs  upon  their  ar' 
rival  in  Japan.  The  Tribune's  ac 
count  is  quoted  in  full  text: 

"A  vivid  description  of  the  reception 
tendered  Col.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Lindbergh 
in  Japan  is  given  in  a  letter  received  re- 
cently by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Hutchinson, 
2344  Woodland  avenue,  from  their  son, 
Charles,  a  vice  consul  in  charge  of  immi- 
gration  at  Tokyo. 

"The  son  was  named  to  his  present 
post  in  Japan  December  1.  He  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Central  high  school  and  of  the 
1929  class  in  diplomacy  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota. 

Meets  Lindberghs 

"The  letter  says  that  Mr.  Hutchinson 
accompanied  American  attaches  and  the 
Japanese  group  in  a  special  railway  coach 
to    meet    the    Lindberghs    at    the    airport. 
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The   party   numbered   about    200   persons, 
of  which    50  were  Americans. 

"The  party  was  entertained  at  noon  by 
Japanese  army  air  maneuvers  and  at  2 
p.  m.  went  to  greet  Lindbergh. 

"When  the  Lindberghs  landed,  the 
crowd  broke  the  poHce  Hnes  and 
swarmed  over  the  reception  committee,  of 
which  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  a  member. 
Mr.  Hutchinson  was  the  tenth  person  to 
be  introduced  to  Colonel  Lindbergh  and 
his  wife.  He  talked  with  the  Lindberghs 
and  rode  back  to  Tokyo  in  their  autO' 
mobile. 

Break   Police  Lines 

"At  Ueno  station,  Toyko,  the  crowd 
again  broke  through  the  police  lines.  The 
escort  was  jostled  and  Mr.  Hutchinson 
lost  his  hat  while  aiding  Lindbergh.  A 
flying  wedge  was  formed  and  the  Lind' 
berghs    were    pushed    through    the    crowd. 

"Mr.  Hutchinson  went  to  the  ambassa' 
dor's  reception  and  a  dinner  of  the  min- 
isters of  war,  communications  and  avia- 
tion.  In  addition,  he  attended  the  pre- 
mier's reception  for  the  Lindberghs,  at 
which  the  only  foreigners  present  were  the 
Lindberghs  and   members   of   the   legation. 

"Mr.  Hutchinson  described  the  Japan 
American  Society  dinners  as  brilliant.  He 
wrote  that  he  sat  on  the  floor  at  these 
affairs. 


Fisher  Takes  Bride  to  South 
America 

That  happy  days  are  here  again,  or 
perhaps  it  would  be  more  appropriate 
to  say  that  happy  days  have  only  just 
come  to  Franklin  M.  Fisher,  Nebraska 
Alpha,  is  to  be  gleaned  from  the  fol- 
lowing clipping.

The  card  came  back  and  so 
did  this  letter  in  which  Brother  Freese 
tells  of  his  work  for  the  Russian  Gov- 
ernment : 
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"I  have  been  in  Moscow  since  the 
middle  of  May  and  intend  to  be  here 
for  about  eighteen  months.  I  am  one 
of  a  group  of  six  engineers  sent  here 
by  the  General  Electric  Co.  to  work 
with  the  Russian  Electric  Trust

used  in  four  new  steel  mills  being 
built  in  Russia.  One  of  the  mills,, 
Magnitastroy,  when  developed  to  its 
ultimate  capacity,  will  be  larger  than 
any  steel  mill  now  in  existence.  My 
work  has  to  do  with  the  selection  of 
all  control  equipment  which  is  to  be 
used."

DixsoN  Goes  To  Tropical 
Wildernesses 

A  recent  press  dispatch  describing 
the  Morton  Expedition  to  the  wilds 
of  Australia  in  search  of  rare  flora 
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and  fauna  for  the  Harvard  Univer- 
sity and  Australian  Museums,  is  of 
especial  interest  to  Sig  Eps  because 
of  the  connection  with  the  expedition 
of  Ira  M.  Dixson,  M.  D.,  New  Hamp- 
shire Alpha.  Brother  Dixson  will 
have  charge  of  the  physical  welfare 
of  the  members  of  the  party  as  well 
as  making  a  study  of  internal  and 
blood  parasites  of  the  animals  collect- 
ed.   The  account  follows  in  full  text: 

SCIENTISTS     HAVE     SAILED     FOR 
YEAR  OF  TRAVEL  ON  GOOD- 
WILL EXPEDITION 


By  Charles  A.  Parker 

A  search  amid  tropical  wildernesses  for 
the  wombat,  the  microscopic  honey  mouse, 
specimens  of  the  kangaroo,  a  thousand 
other  species  of  fauna  little  known  and 
rare,  to  provide  additions  to  the  Harvard 
University  and  Australian  museums  is  the 
objective  of  an  unusual  expedition  which 
has  left  Boston,  members  of  which  will 
spend  a  year  in  travel  and  collecting  in 
the  wilds  of  Australia. 

The  group,  all  Harvard  men  except 
one,  six  in  number  and  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  William  Morton  Wheeler, 
entomologist  and  the  world's  leading  au- 
thority on  social  insects,  are  now  en  route 
to  Sydney  on  the  Pacific.  The  expedition 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  University 
Museum,  Dr.  Thomas  Barbour,  director. 

With  Mr.  Wheeler  is  Dr.  Glover,  Agas- 
siz;  Museum;  Dr.  Philip  J.  Darlington,  Jr., 
entomologist  specializing  in  beetles;  Ira  M. 
Dixson,  M.  D.,  physidan  who  has  charge 
of  the  physical  welfare  of  the  members  of 
the  party  and  who  will  make  a  study  of 
internal  parasites  of  birds  and  animals  col- 
lected. 

Dr.  Dixson  in  the  field  also  will  make 
a  study  of  the  blood  of  the  different  ani- 
mals taken  to  determine  whether  there  are 
present  blood  parasites  and  whether  para- 
sitic worms  are  elsewhere  in  the  specimens. 

The  work  has  developed  along  with  the 
increased  interest  and  activity  in  the  study 
of  wild  animal  reservoirs  of  such  parasites 
and  worms.  There  are  now  known  to  be 
a  host  of  diseases  the  parasites  of  which 
are  carried  by  wild  animals  and  which  do 
the  latter  seemingly  no  h:irm  but  which 
cause  great  destruction  among  domestic 
animals;    the   latter   having   very   little   im- 


munity  against   the    depredations   of   these 
parasitical  organisms. 

Students   In   Party 

Ralph  Ellis,  a  student  in  the  University 
of  California  and  William  Edward 
Schevill,  Harvard  '27,  both  advanced  stu- 
dents in  zoology,  complete  the  group. 

The  party  reaching  Sydney  around  the 
first  of  next  September  will  go  from  there 
to  North  Queensland  to  get  the  benefit 
of  the  cool  season  which  will  prevail  at 
that  time.  Thence  it  is  hoped  to  go 
around  the  northern  part  of  the  continent 
to  Port  Darwin,  then  to  Broome.  Here 
expeditions  will  be  made  into  the  Kim- 
berley  Mountains,  a  range  about  4,000  feet 
above  sea  level  and  still  shrouded  in  mys- 
tery to  a  very  large  degree.  In  this  region 
Australia  cannibals  still  dwell.  From  what 
is  known  by  scientists  it  is  believed  that 
there  is  a  type  of  fauna  near  the  summit 
of  the  mountains  entirely  distinct  from 
that  in  the  lowlands. 

Penetrate  Wilds 

The  members  of  the  party  will  penetrate 
into  these  somewhat  unknown  regions  and 
hope  to  bring  away  valuable  collections 
of  material  which  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  science  both  here  and  in  Australia  as 
well. 

From  this  region  the  group  will  prob- 
ably visit  Perth  and  Melbourne,  then  to 
cultivate  co-operation  and  acquaintance- 
ship with  the  Australian  museums,  return 
to  Sydney  and  later  cross  over  to  the 
Island  of  Tasmania  for  a  short  stay  and 
expedition   into  the  wilds   there. 

"Ours  is  also  a  good-will  expedition  to 
Australian  naturalists,"  stated  Dr.  Thomas 
Barbour,  director  of  the  University  mu- 
seum today. 

Seek   Mammals 

"Dr.  Hubert  Lyman  Clark  of  our  mu- 
seum has  made  two  trips  to  Australia 
which  have  resulted  in  exchanges  of  mate- 
rial and  of  collections  being  sent  here  for 
study.  Later  reports  on  these  studies  have 
been  published  in  Australia. 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  opportunity  may 
present  itself  to  study  methods  of  instruc- 
tion in  Australian  universities  and  to  have 
the  chance  to  malce  personal  acquaintance- 
ship with  many  Austrahan  naturalists  in 
the  field. 

"The  object  of  the  expedition  is  not  to 
kill  great  numbers  of  animals  of  the  same 
sort,  but  to  obtain  as  wide  a  representa- 
tion of  the  fauna  as  possible. 
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"We  want  to  bring  back  a  number  of 
Australian  mammals  embalmed  for  anatom- 
ical study  in  this  country." 

In  connection  with  these  later  studies 
as  an  aftermath  of  the  remarkable  expe- 
dition, particularly  as  to  the  study  of  para- 
sites  brought  back,  Dr.  George  B.  Wis- 
locke,  distinguished  anatomist  who  comes 
to  the  Harvard  medical  school  this  fall 
from  Johns  Hopkins  University  as  a  full 
professor  of  anatomy,  will  undertake  such 
studies  with  the  view  of  aiding  in  the 
solution  of  the  evolutionary  trend  of  men, 
races  and  mankind. 

To  Hunt  Rare  Animals 
"We  shall  hope  for  specimens  of  the 
kangaroo,  the  wombat,  the  Tasmanian 
devil,  and  the  Tasmanian  wolf.  These 
two  latter  animals  are  quite  rare  and  it 
may  prove  impossible  to  procure  speci- 
mens," stated  Dr.  Barbour. 

"The  party  has  gone  prepared  to  use 
the  latest  and  most  advanced  methods  of 
technique  with  regard  to  the  trapping  of 
small  mammals  which  is  a  kind  of  zoo- 
logical collecting  that  has  reached  a  higher 
development  here  in  America  than  any- 
where else  in  the  world." 

The  expedition  is  a  culmination  of 
many  prior  expeditions  that  have  been  un- 
dertaken by  the  Harvard  authorities  in 
conjunction  with  the  good-will  of  Aus- 
tralian scientists,  these  dating  back  to  the 
time  of  Alexander  Agassiz's  studies  of  the 
great  barrier  leef  of  that  island  continent.

I  dwell  only  a  moment  on  the  fact  that  we  are  also  represented  by  the  president  of 
the  Student  Body,  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  regiment,  two  members  of 
Phi  Delta  Phi,  one  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  one  of  Tau  Beta  Pi,  five  members  of  Pershing 
Rifles,  president  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  four  members  of  Scabbard  and  Blade,  three  members 
of  Scarabbean,  senior  honor  society,  and  others.  Lest  the  chapters  at  large  get  the 
notion  we  are  the  only  fraternity  on  the  Tennessee  campus,  I  insist  that  fourteen 
prominent  national  and  five  local  fraternities  aside  from  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  have 
chapters  here.

Silver  Screen  Claims  Dale  VanSickel

Florida  Alphan's  First  Medium 


Dale  Van  SickeFs  break  into  the 
realm  of  the  silver  screen  is  recounted 
in  the  following  clipping  from  a 
Florida  paper  of  recent  date: 

"Dale  Van  Sickel,  Florida's  only  AH' 
American  football  star,  in  a  letter  from 
Beverly  Hills,  Calif.,  to  the  sports  editor 
of  the  Florida  TivieS'Union,  announced 
yesterday  that  he  had  definitely  decided  to 
quit  the  coaching  ranks  to  throw  his  lot 
with  the  moving  picture  game. 

Van  Sickel,  who  was  an  assistant  foot- 
ball coach  at  his  alma  mater  last  season, 
had  signed  a  contract  to  coach  at  Daytona 
Beach  High  School  this  season.  He  stated 
in  the  letter  that  he  had  forwarded  his 
resignation  to  Daytona  Beach. 

Daytona  Beach  officials,  who  previously 
had  heard  that  Van  Sickel  was  considering 
staying  in  California,  anticipated  his  resig' 
nation  several  days  ago  and  named  a  sub' 
stitute  to  act  as  head  coach  in  case  Van 
Sickel  failed  to  return.  The  name  of  the 
alternate  was  not  revealed. 

Van    Sickel   in   his   letter   said   that   he 


had  just  finished  a  part  in  the  picture 
"The  Spirit  of  Notre  Dame."  He  has 
other  parts  in  sight  and  believes  that  he 
can  get  across  in  the  talkies.  Mrs.  Van 
Sickel  has  joined  him  in  Beverly  Hills. 

In  "The  Spirit  of  Notre  Dame,"  Van 
Sickel  takes  the  role  of  the  Army  captain 
in  the  game  with  the  Irish  eleven.  He 
reports  that  he  enjoyed  the  work  very 
much  and  had  nearly  the  entire  Southern 
California  squad  on  his  side.  The  game, 
he  declares,  did  not  require  much  faking 
but  was  played  in  real  football  fashion. 
It  is  a  reproduction  of  last  season's  Notre 
Dame' Army  tilt,  which  Notre  Dame  won, 
7  to  6. 

It  is  probable  that  Van  Sickel  soon  will 
go  to  an  acting  school  for  a  few  months. 

Van  Sickel  gained  his  greatest  fame  as 
a  Florida  football  player  in  1928  when 
he  was  named  on  the  Associated  Press, 
Grantland  Rice  and  other  All-American 
teams.

JOHN   C.  MITCHELL 

On  July  10th,  1931,  John  C. 
Mitchell,  Kansas  Alpha  '28,  and  co- 
founder  of  Missouri  Beta,  went  forth 
to  join  the  galaxy  of  immortals.  He 
died  as  he  had  lived,  fearlessly  and 
quietly,  courageously  and  happily. 
His  sudden  passing  at  the  age  of 
twenty-four  ends  a  career  of  service 
he  typified. 

"John  C."  in  his  brief  span  of  life 
gave  of  himself  to  others.  Entering 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  1924  he  be-
